Study   Military   Problems. 

WASHINGTON,  March  l,S.~One  of 
the  principal  <iuestlons  which  the  war 
department  hopes  to  settle  as  a  result 
of  the  manoeuvres  In  Texas  Is  wheth- 
er the  army  na  now  organized  I.«i  pro- 
vided with  an  overstock  or  wftli  an 
insufficient  eciuipment  of  wagons, 
tents  and  supplies.

Major-General  Wood,  chief  of  staff, 
in  discu.sslng  the  manoeuvres  today, 
said  that  another  Question  which  It 
wa.«i  expected  to  decide,  was  whether 
there  shoiild  be  a  re-organlzntion  of 
the  cavalry.  It  i«  contended  that  this 
branch  of  the  service  should  be  more 
in  accord  with  the  system  in  several 
European  countries,  where  the  size  of 
the  cavalry  Is  much  smaller  than  In 
this  cotint'ry,  He  explained  that  on 
the  present  army  basis  a  division  of 
troops  when  on  complete  army  foot- 
ing wo\ild  spread  over  eleven  or 
tv^-elve    miles    Avhen    marching.

NEW  YORK,  March  18.— The  Mex- 
ican vice-consul  here.  Manuel  A.  Es- 
teva,  made  a  long  atatetnent  to  the 
press  today  in  \\hich  ho  confirmed 
the  understanding  that  Senor  Liman- 
tour, the  Mexic'in  Minister  of  Fin- 
ance, Is  the  bearer  of  proposals  from 
the  Insurrectos  to  the  administration. 
"Permit  me  to  say,"  he  ur^ed,  "that 
it  .seems  to  me  a  great  mistake  for  the 
newspapers  to  print  from  day  to  day 
rumors  from  the  Texas  border  as  to 
whether  Mr.  Limantour  will  be  iper- 
mltted  to  n\ake  the  Journey  safely 
across  Mexico.  He  i.s  returning  to 
Mexico  with  Important  plans  regard- 
ing reform  and  the  general  improve- 
ment of  the  country." 

This  fact,  the  vice-consul  argued, 
I  "should  bt-  1  c-«ardcd  uS  of  the  greiil- 
est  importance,"  but  the  publication  of 
rumor.s  that  insurrectos  may  burn 
bridges  ahead  of  Senor  Limantour's 
train  he  believes  might  "incite  individ- 
uals who  had  not  thought  of  such  a 
thing  to  interfere  with  his  prompt  re- 
turn.' 

Aa  a  matter  of  fact.  It  Is  known  that 
members  of  the  Madero  family  here 
have  advised  Francisco  Madero,  pro- 
visional president,  not  to  block  Senoi* 
Limantour's  Journe.v.         Heretofore 

all  the  government  pronunciainentos 
have  referred  to  the  Insurrectos  as 
"disturbers  of  the  ipeace"  sometimes 
as  "anarchists"  or  more  slightingly  aa 
"disorderly    persons." 

The  Mexican  vice-consul  today  takes 
a  different  tone.  He  argue-s  against 
the  publication  of  sen.satlonal  articles 
both  in  the  newspapers  and  the  maga- 
zines, and  then,  in  analyzing  their  ef- 
fect, he  explains:  "In  the  first  place 
the  Mexicans  engaged  In  the  insur- 
rection are  mostly  above  the  peon 
class — men  who  can  read  and  write 
with  no  difficulty  whatever.  They 
not  only  have  been  able  to  read  the 
newspapers  but  had  given  the  sub- 
stance of  their  contents  to  the  ig- 
norant." 

Madero's  MovSments 
EI  PASO,  T'jx.,  March  .18.— The 
movements  and  'leslgns  of  Madero  and 
his  1,000  Insurrectos  are  causing  un- 
concealed speculation  among  the  fed- 
eral troops  at  Juarez,  Mexico,  which 
I.s  guarded  by  onl.y  300  men.  At 
Casas  Grandes.  125  miles  to  the  south- 
west Colonel  Garcia  Cuellar,  of  Presi- 
dent Diaz's  personal  staff,  according  to 
late  reports.  Is  still  nursing  a  wound- 
ed arm.  Ho  Is  preparing  to  march 
northward  with  his  700  fedt-ralP,  whhli 
form  the  main  strength  of  the  Mexi- 
cans  In    the    north. 

With  Colonel  Ct;ellar  at  Casas 
Grandes  and  General  Navarro  at 
Juirez,  Madero  la  drawing  toward  him 
all  the  insurrectos  who  heretofore 
have  been  scattered,  ,wltli  a  view  of 
preventing  a  Joining  of  the  federal 
forces.  That  Madero  again  will  at- 
tempt to  take  Casas  Grandes  and  es- 
tablish In  It  a  base  of  supplies,  ami 
by  keeping  down  the  bridges  along  the 
Mexican  National  and  Mexican  North- 
westeTn  railroads  will  endeavor  to  pre- 
vent any  addition  to  the  federal 
strength  at  Juarez,  Is  given  out  by 
the  Junta  here,  as  a  fact  based  on 
messages  from  Madero  himself. 

For  ten  days  Madero  1«  reported  to 
have  been  busy  equipping  his  men. 
Herds  of  cattle  have  been  driven  lnti> 
the  "War  zone"  held  by  the  Insurrec- 
tos, and  the  Insurrectos'  leader  la  re- 
ported to  have  been  able  to  give  each 
of  his  men  200  rounds  of  ammunition. 
Refugees  who  have  been  able  to  get 
through  from  Casas  Grandes  report 
that- they  came  through  numerous  in- 
surrecto  bands.  One  of  the  latest  ar- 
rivals stated  that  several  hundred  In- 
surrectos were  a  few  miles  south  of 
Juarez.  In  the  last  week  the  federal 
troops  have  not  ventured  out  of  Juarest. 
Reports  that  Insurrectos  entered  El 
Paso  within  the  last  24  hours  and 
were  reinforced  by  mora  Americans 
received  partial  confirmation  today 
when  at  daylight  it  was  found  that  a 
cannon  which  had  adorned  the  public 
square  had   disappeared.

A  SHORTAGE  OF  SCHOOLS 
The  rather  startling  atatement  comes 


\ 


The  'business  outlook  In  Victoria  and 
throughout  the   whole    province  Is  ex- 
ceptionally good.     The  reasons  for  this 
are   many    and      well      founded.      Very 
large  ejependUures  !n  puMIe  and  pri- 
vate   undertakings    are      assured      and 
many  of  them  are  now  helng  made.  If 
normal  conditions   iwevail   in   the  fin- 
ancial   woi^d,    the    next    five    pears    in 
this   province   ought   to   be   marked   by 
unprecedented  activity  In  a.Il  lines.     A 
very    notable    aspect    of    the    situation 
is  the  strong  feeling  of  confidence  ex- 
hibited   by    everybody.      A    few    years 
ago  tihc  people  who  used  to  draw  rosy 
picture^    of    the    future,  •  w6re    looked 
upon  with  more  or  less  suspicion.  The 
Colonist  knows  what  it  meant  In  those 
days  to  take  a  hopeful  outlook.     It  was 
to   incur  a  suspicion  as   to   the  sound- 
liess    of    one's    judgment    or    th6    sin- 
cerity   of    one's    statements.      We    feel 
like    asking    readers    this    morning      if 
!j-i»ur  forecast  was   not  pretty   accurate. 
Referring  esjpecially   to  Victoria  and 
vicinity  the  general  tone  Is  everything 
, '■^tliat  can   be   desired.     There   has   been 
no  attempt  to  place  exaggerated  values 
/upon    property,    and    this   has   been   an 
excellent  thing  for  it  has  led  to  a  very 
\  large  movement  in  real  estate,  and  at 
■  jirices  that  will  give  purchasers  a  good 
margin    of    profit    later    on.      As    yet 
prices  of  realty  are  not  high  here,  al- 
though   they    are   considerably    In    ad- 
vance   of    what    they    were   a   year  or 
two  ago. 

There  seems  to  be  abupdance  of  em- 
ployment offering,  and  the  outlook  is 
that  in  tho  building  line  the  openings 
for  artlzans  will  exceed  the  supply. 
It  Is  likely  that  there  will  be  a  very 
large  demand  for  homes  of  moderate 
cost  during  the  next  year  and  nothing 
is  being  done  in  anticipation  of  It. 
Good  lodging  houses  for  men  are  even 
now  required  and  more  will  certainly 
be  called  for. 

There  seems  to  be  a  disposition  in 
some  quarters  to  subdivide  land  into 
very  small  lots,  the  object  of  course 
being  to  get  as  much  out  of  aoreag^ 
n.s  possible.  We  think  this  Is  a  mis- 
take even  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
owner.  It  will  he  said  that  a  work- 
ingman  cannot  afford  to  buy  a  60- 
foot  lot  at  present  prices,  and  if  he 
wants  a  home  he  must  be  content 
with  something  smaller.  But  surely 
it  is  not  necessary  to  subdivide  into 
20-foot  lots. 

Tho  forthcoming  subdivision.^!  of 
Saanlch  and  Metchosin  acreage  will 
give  a  new  and  very  valuable  impetus 
to  business.  It  will  be  the  first  step 
towards  the  realization  of  what  this 
paper  has  always  claimed  will  be  the 
future  of  suburban  Victoria,  namely  a 
district  of  small  holdlng.s,  with  fruit 
farming  and  poultry  raising  carried  on 
cither  as  the  chief  Industries  of  the 
owners  or  else  as  supplementary  to 
business  in  the  elt.v.  City  residents 
are  also  very  likely  to  provide  them- 
selves with  suburban  homes,  and  this 
will  create  a  demand  for  property  not 
n»  well  suited  for  cultivation  as  will 
be  houg'ht  for  fruit  farms.  Thi  fa-

TRANSPORTATION    MATTERS 

Mr.  Graham,  Minister  of  Railways 
and  Canals,  made  some  Interesting 
statements  In  the  course  of  his  apeech 
on  the  motion  to  go  into  Supply  for 
tho  purpose  of  considering  the  a^ll- 
way  estimates.  He  said  that  the  sur- 
plus on  the  operations  of  tibe  Intcr- 
colonial  railway  last 'year  was  $630,- 
000,  and  that  it  will  be  $700,000  for  the 
current  year.  W'hat  part  of  this  sur- 
plus is  due  to  the  Increasing  business 
of  the  country  and  what  part  to  Mt. 
Graham's  management  it  Is  not  ne- 
cessary to  Inquire.  The  fact  that  there 
is  a  surplus  and  that  It  is  increasing 
is   a   subject   for   congratulation. 

Speaking  generally  of  railways  In 
Canada.  Mr.  Graham  said  that  last  I 
year  was  the  best  In  their  record,  and 
that  during  the  past  decade  railway 
traffic  in  the  Domlnioij  had  increased 
101  per  cent.  He  added  that  during  the 
same  period  traffic  through  the  can- 
als had  increased  650  per  cent.  There 
were  24,371  miles  of  railway  in  op- 
eration in  Canada  last  year,  an  in- 
crease of  637  miles  over  th-  previous 
year  and  in  ten  years  of  8,591  miles. 
There  wers  ..nder  construction  4,500 
miles. 

The  capital  Invested  In  Canadian 
railways  last  year  was  41,410,297,687, 
an  Increase  of  $100,000,000  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  railways  carried 
35,894,570  passengers  and  74,482,866 
tons  of  freigiht,  the  increase  in  each 
case  being  about  10  per  cent  over  th6 
figures  of  the  previous  year.  The 
railway  em(ployees  numbered  123,768 
and  the  pay-roll  was  $67,167,703,  not 
Including  employees  in  hotels,  elevat- 
ors, etc.,  for  whom  about  $8,600,000 
more  must  be  allowed.  The  tonnage 
carried  through  the  canals  was  42,990,- 
608,  a  gain  of  moro  than  9,000,000  tons 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  has  ex- 
pended $34,436,168  upon  its  prairie  sec- 
tion and  $18,765,330  upon  ,  its  moun- 
tain sections.  The  icpst  p*  the  Trans- 
continental line  up  to  date  has  been 
$94.5805,00  and  $50,759,200  will  be  re- 
quired  to   complete   It. 

Mr.  Graham  announced  that  the 
Dominion  government  \rUl  construct 
the  Hudson's  Bay  lA|ie.  '  The  Toronto 
Globe's  Ottawa  correspondent  thus 
summarizes  ihls  "  observations  oh  this 
point: 

In  dealing  with  the  Hudson  Bay 
Railway  project,  Mr.  Graham  express- 
ed his  entire  confidence,  In  the  <;a;n- 
merclal  potentialities  of  the  road  as  a 
factor  In  placing  the  cattle,  dairy 
products  and  grain  of  the  west  upon 
the  European  markets.  In  quicker  and 
better  condition  than  was  now  possible. 
He.  believed  the  route  coyld  ,.)3e -kept 
open  until  November  each  year,  thus 
giving  at  least  two  months  for  hand- 
ling the  fail  rush  of  export  traffic. 
The  estimated  cost,  including  elevat- 
tors,  wharves,  etc.,  was  between  $25,- 
000,000  and  $30;p00,000,  but  he 
thought  that  probably  another  five 
millions  might  be  added  to  this:  He 
pointed  out  that  the  route  x^ould  be 
available  for  bringing  in  coal  for  the 
west  from  .Sydney,  which  would  build 
up  the  intorprovincial  trade,  of  which 
so  much  had  been  'heard  lately.  The 
whole  project  would  be  dealt  with  in 
a  bill  to  bje  brought  down  to  Parlia- 
raeht'  later  In'  the  session.  The  Gov- 
ernment proposed  to  build  the  road, 
and  the  first  170  miles,  (from  Pas 
MLislon  to  Split  Lake,  could  be  gone 
on  with  at  once  pending  final  deci- 
sion as  to  the  balance  of  the  route. 
From  the  railway  standpoint  he  be- 
lieved that  Port  Nelson  was  the  prop- 
er terminal.

We  assume  the  whole  difltlulty  arises 
from  the  Increased  coat  of  living,  or  to 
state  the  case  In  another  way.  from 
the  fact  that  the  teachlof  profession 
la  not  paid  in  proportion  to  what  can 
be  earned  In  other  lines  of  work.  In 
British  Columbia  teachers  are  perhaps 
better  paid  than  anywhere  ^Ise  In 
Canada,  and  probably  as  well  paid  as 
they  are  anywhere  in  the  world.  Sal- 
aries range  from  $70  to  $130  a  month. 
Thus  the  lowest  paid  teacher  can  earn 
as  uiuch  as  a  day  laborer  and  the 
highest  Is  paid  about  as -much  as  a 
carpenter.  But  the  nian  who  among 
day  laborers,  or  among  carpent- 
ers who  would  hold  a  sposttjon  corre- 
sponding to  that  of  the  highest  paid 
school  teachers' would-  earn  a  .great 
deal  more.  Certainly  this  condition  is 
not  calculated  to  make  the  teachliu; 
profession  popular  with  young  men. 
The  result  is  that  tll«.  '«6rk  is  fulling 
almost  exclusively  Into  tltje  liands  of 
girls,  and  oven  of  tHeso  there  are  not 
enough  to  meet  the  requrements  of  the 
public. 

The  supply  of  teachers  Is  very  likely 
to  become  even  a  morp  sesriou^  ra?i-tter 
than  n  npw  Is,  and  liit9^l)ex;Sflii^viB- 
creasingly  <llfClcult  to  kaei*  the  s(?bool,s 
open  In  many  localltlpsiii.tlie  East  In 
the  face  of  the  competition  from  the 
West,  where  salaries;  aj-e  relatlvly 
higher.

The  sealing  echoo*ier  Umbrina, 
Capt.  Folger,  owned  by  C?ipt.  J.  W. 
Peppett  -off  tWs  city  was  arun  down 
and  sunk  on  Wednesday  off  tlie  Cali- 
fornian coast  by  the  United  States 
collier  Saturn.  The  crew  of  the  Um- 
brina was  saved  and  landed  at  San 
blego.  The  Urabrlna  had  her  boats 
and  canoes  out  sealing  when  the 
Saturn  came  into  collision  with  her, 
striking  the  schooner  a  heavy  blow 
on  the  port  cjuarter.  The  Umbrina 
settled  quickly  and  went  down  in 
dialf  an  hour.  It  was  at  10  a,  m.  on 
Wednesday  w'hen  the  sealing  schooner 
was  in  latitude  44  north,  longitude 
124  west.  There  were  not  many  on 
board  the  schooner,  as  the  hunters 
wer«  all  out,  and  after  picking  up 
Capt.  Folger,  and  those  who  were  on 
board  the  vessel,  the  Saturn  hove  to 
and  waited  for  the  homecoming  of  the 
sealers  to  find  their  vessel  gone.  As 
the  canoe."!  came  back  from  the  hunt- 
ing one  by  one,  they  wore  hoisted  on 
board  the  Saturn,  which  remained 
standing  by  until  5  p.  m.,  and  then 
proceeded  to  San  Diego.  The  Um- 
brina left  here  some  weeks  ago,  and 
after  picking  up  an  Indian  crew  on 
the  west  coast  proceeded  south  to 
hunt  seals  off  the  Callforaian  coast. 
She  carried  a  crew  of  35  people  In  all, 
in  command  of  Capt.  Folger.  There 
wore  seven  white  men,  25  Indians  and 
twoi  klootchmen  and  a  Chinese  cook. 
The  schooner  had  two  boats  and  13 
canoes. 

The  Saturn  was  on  her  way  to  Gan 
Diego  from  Seattle  with  a  cargo  of 
coal  for  the  use  of  the  United  States 
warships  on  this  coast.  The  Umbrina 
had  but  one  sealskin  on  board  when 
she   was   sunk. 

The  Umbrina  is  a  well  known  seal- 
ing schooner.  She  has  been  engaged 
In  sealing  out  of  this  port  for  the  past 
20  years,  being  one  of  the  ,  fleet 
■brought  from  the  eastern  coast  in 
T881.  The  Umbrina  was  brought  out 
by  Capt.  Charles  Campbell,  now  mas- 
ter of  one  of  the  C.  P.  R.  steamers, 
In  130  days  from  Sydney  to  this  port. 
She  has  brought  many  skins  to  Vic- 
toria,   in   1893    she    took    1,827    pelts.

"*"  ship  Settsu,  a  sister  vessel  of  the  Ka- 
"^  wachl  launched  last  October,  will  be 
launched  on  March  30th.  The  Settsu 
Is  a  vessel  of  20,800  tons,  with  25,000 
horse-power,  carrying  twelve  12-inch, 
ten  6-lnch,  eight  4.7,  ten  3-lnch  guns 
and  five  torpedo  tubes. 

Japanese  newspapers  received  by 
the  Nlngchow  comment  on  the  in- 
creasing friendliness  between  Mexico 
and  Japan.  It  Is  reported  by  vernac- 
ular papers  that  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  a  visit  to  Japan  by 
the  son  of  President  Diaz  and  suite 
in  September  next  to  return  the  visit 
of  Mr.  Uchlda,  Japanese  ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  to  Mexico.

Their 
dribbling,  their  forward  combination. 
the  backing  received  by  the  vanguard 
from  their  half-backs,  and  the  work 
of  Whyte  and  Prevost^  at  full-back 
was  of  a  gilt-edged  character.  The 
only  thing  that  was  below  par  was 
the  shooting.  Once  only  was  the  ball 
sent  home  and  that  score  came  frorh 
a  corner  which  Thomas  knocked  at 
the  feet  of  Johnny  Peden  who  sim- 
ply tipped  It  between  the  posts.  Time 
after  time  opportunities  were  lost. 
Once  Muir  missed  by  a  hair's  breadth 
and  twice  McDalrmaid  tried  but  went 
away  above  the  bars.  These  are  only 
single  Incidents.  The  half  was  re- 
plete with  them, 

Esquimalt  "Comae  Back," 

After  the  rest  the  Esquimau  eleven 
went  into  the  struggle  with  renewed 
energy.  But  the  Wests  at  the  start 
more  than  held  their  own.  They 
flidn't  seem  to  caro  so  long  as  they 
got  their  fair  share  of  the  play  and 
this  complacent  confidence  was  \\{jiat 
wrought  their  downfall.  The  Eaqul- 
rnalt  rooters  began  to  get  busy  and 
their  cheers,  shouts  and  advice  sfeeni- 
ied  to  have  the  desired  effect.

Amid  considerable  excitement  and 
the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Wests  to 
stay  the  ebbing  tide — they  were  now 
thoroughly  awakened-the  Esqui- 
malts went  down  the  field  several 
times.  While  they  were  sent  back  by 
the  ready  kicking  of  Whyte,  Petticrew 
and  others,  whu  were  pulling  up  an 
A  I  defence,  there  was  no  doubt  that 
Joe  Ball's  little  ones  were  on  the  road 
to  another  tally.  Again  the  Wests  in 
their  anxiety  transgressed  the  rules 
within  the  penalty  area.  This  time 
there  was  no  doubt  aboTit  the  foul 
and  Referee  Allan  was  justified  in  his 
verdict.  Gale  took  the  kick.  It  was 
a  low  one  and  Lofevre  slopped,  but 
could  not  clear.  Before  It  could  be 
put  out  of  the  goal  mouth  Gale  had 
advanced  and  finished  his   worlc.  The

Taking    Long   Chance. 

Now  the  Wests  were  strongly  In 
the  game.  Whyte  advanced  to  the 
forward  division  and  every  man 
fought  hard  but,  although  the  ball 
was  taken  to  the  Esquimau  end  more 
frequently,  the  defence  of  Crawford, 
McDonald  and  Taylor  could  not  easily 
be  penetrated.  As  It  happened  the 
policy  inaugurated  by  Whyte  of  stak- 
ing everything  on  the  attack  by 
weakening  the  backs  made  the  Wests' 
chances  even  more  hopeless,  for  Gale 
got  away  with  practically  nobody  In 
front  of  him  and,  carrying  the  ball 
nearly  half  the  length  of  the  field, 
put  In  a  third  goal  shortly  before  the 
finish.

RULES  Of  THE  ROAD 

BY  LOCAL  YACHTSMAN 

1      

In  reference  to  yachting  a  member 
of  tho  lix-al  club  writes  the  sjmriirig 
editor  of  the  Colonist  stating  tiiat  the 
outlook  was  never  brighter  and  that 
the  progressive  citizen  is  begliniing 
to  realize  what  a  factor  this  grand 
sport  is  in  advertising  the  climatic 
and  other  advantages  of  Victoria. 

He  says  that,  In  this  connection,  a 
few  remarks  from  Admiral  the  Hon. 
Victor  M(jntugu  would  not  be  amiss. 
They   arc: 

"Every  mariner  knows,  at  any  rate, 
he  ought  to  know  that  the  rules  of 
the  road  were  made  not  tO' tivold'  col- 
lisions, but  to  avoid  the  risks  of  col- 
lisions   taking   place." 

Tho   official   conmnents: 

"The  lack  uC  knowledge  of  this 
subject  .on  the  part  of  yachtsmen, 
however,  is  remarkable  and  there  are 
some  amateurs,  who  think  if  they  can 
avoid  a  collision  by  the  skin  of  their 
teoth  even  though  tliey  take  great 
risk,  they  have  not  broken  any  rule. 

"Whf>n  twr>'yanhls  iiro  Mniironohlng 
close  hauled  on   opposite     tacks,     tho 

tack  'dead  ahead'  of  the  other,  when 
there  is  the  slightest  risk  of  such  a 
course   being  the  cause   of  a  foul. 

"Always  in  tacking  the  w£.y  of  the 
yacht  is  deadened,  and  if  the  yacht 
which  was  on  the  port  tack,  throws 
about,  dead  ahead  of  the  other,  the 
latter  will  come  upon  her  so  fast  that 
she  may  cither  foul  her  or  be  obliged 
to  alter  her  course  to  avoid  fouling 
her. 

"In  either  event  the  yacht  which 
was  on  the  port  tack  and  tacked  dead 
ahead  of  the  other  is  to  blame. 

"The  question  of  what  Is  close- 
hauled  may  In  a  general  way  be  most 
important;  that  Is  to  say  It  would  bo 
most  unsafe  to  .allow  the  port  tack 
vessel  to  say  to  the  starboard  tack 
vessel  "you  are  a  little  off  the  wind 
and  therefore  I  shall  treat. you  as  a 
vessel  with  tlie  wind  rree  and  you 
must  keep  out  of  my  way.' 

"Motor  boat  men  should  also  be 
careful  to  learn  the  side  of  a  harbor 
to  keep  when  entering  or  leaving, 
particularly  the  whistle  signals,  as 
well  as  generally  the  rules  of  the 
road.

At  last, 
however,  when  I  was  fearful  that  it  would  be 
boiled  quite  away  to  nothingncS9»  one  of  the 
boys  pronounced  it  "done."    The  pot  was  lift- 
ed off,  basswood  ladles  were  brought  out  and 
fresh  snow  was  spread  ready.    Th«n  began  the 
most  interesting  feature  of  sugar-boiling  in  the 
bush,    the  poUttU  of  taffy  .wM  8«t  out  Ui  th« 
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white  snow.     .Thii^  and  steaming,  it  turned 
from  a  dark  brown  to  a  brownish  white  color  as 
it  cooled.    Dipping  in  the  ladles,  my  instructors 
showed  me  how,  by  a  deft  twist,  they  could  be 
made  to  roll  up  a  great  ball  of  the, sticky  mess. 
Then  they  bade  me  taste  of  it. '  Poems  might 
well  be  written  upon  less  worthy  subjects  than 
the  experience  o\  first  tasting  maple  taffy.  Such 
exquisite    flavor,    such    a   satisfying,   melting 
sweetness!    I  could  pot  cheyv  it;  the  delicious 
mass  of  it.  held  my  jaws  tight,  and  I  wil  con* 
tent  to  let  it  dissolve.    But  I  must  have  more 
as  soon  as  I  could  decently  op*n  my  mouth; 
and  more  I  did  have,  and  yet  more,  and  the 
wonder  of  it  was  that,  although  I  at«  and' ate 
past  all  bounds  of  judgment,  I  did  not  toffer 
from  one  single  ill  effect,  such  waa  ilt  IWSily 
and  wholesomeness. 

Kow  tbat  we  had  tasted  the  ^t$ik'^KSi$  and 


were  gorged  with  \t  for  the  time  being,  there 
was  another  sport  to  try.  Uno,  the  shaggy 
collie,  was  called  in  from  his  squirrel  hunt, 
and,  with  a  few  preliminary  wrestlings  which 
rendered  him  properly  playful,  was  tossed  a 
piece  of  stick.  He  cau|^ht  it  quickly  in  his 
jaw*  and  ran  away  with  it.  With  this  prepar- 
.ation  a  large  ball  of  the  taffy  was  rolled  up, 
aitd,  after  many  feints  to  make  Uno  keen,  it 
waa  toased.into  the  air.  Soapl  the  dog's

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that  time  the  taffy  had  melted,  and   I 'no  was 
able  to  open  his  jaws  again. 

The  boiling  and  refininj^  went  on  day  after 
day  with  few  breaks.  The  weather  was  delij^ht- 
iui  antl  Lhe  camp  life  iil  the  vvuC'ds  was  full  of 
charm  for  mc.  I  had  many  adventures,  one  of" 
which  will  serve  as  an  illustration.  One  day. 
in  making  an  exploratory  tour  of  the  tapped 
trees  on  foot,  I  walked  across  the  thin  ice  on 
a  spring  puddle  and  promptly  broke  through 
and  got  both  feet  thoroughly  wet.  I  hurried 
back  to  camp  and  took  off  shoes  and  stockings 
in  the  hope  of  having  them  dry  before  my  mis- 
hap was  noted  by  the  others.  Then  1  curled 
up  in  the  bunk  with  a  copy  of  the  Christian 
Guardian,  leaving  my  shoes  on  a  couple  of 
large  Ijiaiiches  al  the  edge  of  the  big  fire.  In 
an  hour's  time  I  went  to  get  them  and  found 
only  the  charred  remains  of  the  heels.  The 
fire,  licking  outward^  had  enveloped  the  .shoes 
and  I  \•^as  without  footwear  in  the  heart  of  the 
winter  woods.  Hours  afterward  they  brought 
me  a  pair  of  rubbers  from  the  farm  house,  and 
I  was  able  to  resume  my  activities  about  the 
camp. 

The  sugar  boiling  season  'came  to  a  close 
with  a  social  event  known  technically  as  a  taffy 
pull.  Young  men  and  young  women  from 
neighboring  families  for  miles  around  were  in- 
vited, the  invitations  being  distributed  on 
Sunday  morning  after  church,  that  being  the 
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V/itiV        iiiwu-iio 


and  quickly  disseminated  in  those  days.  Now 
the  farmers  of  Ontario  have  their  telephones, 
and  their  automobiles,  and  doubtless  one  or 
two  of  them  are  experimenting  with  airships. 

The  taffy  pull  was  a  mad  whirl  of  rustic 
revelry.  The  great  cauldron  was  filled  to  the 
brim  with  sap  the  night  before,  and  when  the 
visiting  sleiglis  and  "cutters"  began  to  arriv.e, 
the  taffy  was  rcadv.  Everyone  ate  and  ate  of 
it,  and  then  there  were  coffee  and  cakes  and 
home-cured  hams  and  the,. hundred  and  one 
other  staples  of  farm  cuisine  iflvthe  good  old 
days  before  the  trusts  ground  their  iron  heels 
into  the  squirming  mass  of  the  proletariat.  (I 
give  credit  for  this  to  a  recent  Socialist  speak- 
er at  the  Grand  Theatre.  )  Then  we  all  sat 
around  and  smoked  (those  of  us  who  were 
men  of  more  than  five  years),  and  told  stories 
and  sang  songs.  In  the  late  afternoon  many 
of  the  boys  and  girls  wandered  away  into  the 
woods  to  return  again  for  the  big  layout  at 
supper-time.  And  after  supper  there  was  a 
general  orgy  of  story-telling  and  song-singing 
around  Lhe  big  glowing  fire  until  well  on  in 
the  night.  Hov,'  many  troths  were  plighted, 
how  many  kisses  stolen  I  will  not  venture  to 
say,  having  been  too  young  to  take  note  of 
such  things  at  the  time.  But  I  do  know  that 
among  the  young  people  the  wonderful  sweet- 
ness of  the  maple  product  seemed,  to  be  in- 
fectious, and  is,  on  similar  occasions,  even  to- 
day, I  dare  say.  \  *ji 

Oh,  if  you  could  have  seen  the  great  pi-les.- 
of  brown  sugar  squares  that  were  laid,  away 
at  the  farm  house ;  if  you  could  have  witnessed 
the  endless  shelves  of  jars — "sealers" — of 
clear,  amber  syrup !  Such  was  sugar-making 
in  tlie  old  days  in  Ontario.

A  FAMOUS  OLD  OBSERVATORY 


The  desolate  region  of  Russia  Gultcstan,  re- 
cently visited  by  a  great  earthquake,  was  a 
famous  centre  of  astronomical  research  more 
than  a  century  before  Coernicus  [)ublished  his 
famous  theory  of  the  solar  system.  At  Samar- 
kand in  1437,  Ulug  Beg,  son  of  Tamerlane,  the 
great  Mogul  Emperor  of  Hindustan,  erected  an 
observatory,  fron:  which  he  made  long  and 
careful  observations  of  the  stars,  and  compiled 
the  first  star  catalogue  ever  made  since  11  ip- 
parchus  roughly  surveyed  the  heavens  sixteen 
hundred  years  previously.  The  observatory  of 
Ulug  Jieg  has  long  since  disappeared,  but  there 
is  a  well  ecjuippcd  Russian  obser\  atfr^:^|;  Tasjh- 
kend.  "  .

WHY? 

A  little  boy  drove  hi?  family  ncrtrly  rrn/y 
asking  questions. "  One  day,  after  he  had  asked 
his  mother  several  million  questions,  she  said 
to  him  ;  "Jimmy,  for  pity's  sake,  stoke  asking 
questions.  You  drive  me  frantic.  Don't  you 
know  that  curiosity  killed  a  cat?"  jimmv  was 
crushed,  and  for  a  lotig  lime  v/as  silent.  At 
last  he  went  to  his  mother  and  asked  :  **Ma, 
what  did  that  cat  want  to  know?" 


William  Cecil,  llaron  Burleigh,  for  40 
years  prime  minister  of  England,  wrOtft  OpAy 
one  essay,  and  that  not  for  publication,  yet 
this  single  incursion  into  literature  won  for 
him  a  distinct  place  in  English  literature.  No 
handbook  of  the  best  in  the  English  lanj^uage 
is  considered  complete  without  his  essay. 

Lord  Burleigh  was  born  in  1520  and  died 
in  1598.  First  serving  as  a  secretary  of  state 
under  Edward  VI.  and  Elizabeth,  he  became 
prime  minister,  ar.d  for  40  years  filled  that 
-hlgfKoifiFice;  'iArattflg  hispblu;  ''afetSTI&f  im- 
portance was  a  plan  of  teldgious  sefoxtn  > laid, 
before  rarliameut  in  1588.  He  dlso  took  the 
leading  part  in  the  establishment  of  the 
thirty-nine  articles  of  faith  which  form  the 
basis  of  the  reformed  religion  of  the  state. 

hie  was  in  many  ways  civilized  beyond 
his  day.  His  influence  prevented  the  perse- 
cution of  both  Puritans  and  Catholics,  and  he 
was  survived,  by  a  reputation  for  ability  and 
incorruptibility:,  which  vras  demonstrated  in 
his  reply  to  Catherine  de  ,Medici,  who  sought 
to  buy  him  as  her  secret'  agent  in  England : 
"I  serve  only  God,  my  mistress,  and  my 
country." 

The  .essay  which,,  quite  to  his  own  sur- 
prise, brought  him  literary  fajpc  is  a  letter 
to  his  son  wherein  the  father  sets  forth  in  ten 
commandments  a  clear-headed,  practical  phil- 
osophy of  life  that  in  point  of  exposition  has 
never  been  excelled.  The  principles  involved 
are  as  important  today  as  in  Lord  Burieigli's 
period,  and  every  young  man  of  21  will  be  the 
wiser  for  studying  his  advice. 

'Well  Ordering  of  a  Man's  Life 

'■  Son  Robert : 

Tlie'virtuous  inclinations  of  thy  matchless 
mother,  by  whose  tender  and  godly  care  thy 
infancy  was  governed,  together  with  thy  edu- 
cation under  .so  zealous  and  excellent  a  tutor, 
puts  me  in  rather  assurance  than  hope,  that 
thou  art  not  ignorant  of  that  summum  bonum. 
which  is  oidy  able  to  make  thee  happy  as  well 
in  thy  death  as  life;  I  mean  the  true  knowl- 
edge and  w^orship  of  thy  Creator  and  Re- 
deemer, withont  wliich  all  other  things  are  ■< 
vain  and  miserable;  so  that  thy  youth  being- 
guided  by  so  sufficient  a  teacher.

to  be  Raleigh.

Trust  not  any  tnan  with  thy  life,  credit,  or 
estate ;  for  it  is  mere  folly  for  a  man  to  en- 
thrall himself  to  has  friend,  as  tliough  he 
should  not  dare  to  become  his  enemy. 

6i^ ' hot  scurrilous  i»H^j6i»rtvlfsatf6n. ' hor 
satirical  in  thy  jests;  the/one  will  make  thee 
unwelcome  to  all  company,  the  other  pull  on 
quarrels,  and  get  thee  hatred  of  thy  best 
friends,  for  suspicious  jests,  when  any  of  them 
savor  of  truth,  leave  a  bitterness  in  the  minds 
of  those  which  arc  touched:  and,  albeit,  I  have 
already  pointed  at  this  inclusively,  yet  I  think 
it  necessary  to  leave  it  to  thee  as  a  special 
caution;  because  I  have  seen  man.y  so  protic 
to  quip  and  gifcl.  as  they  would  rather  loose 
their  friend  than  their  jest :  and  if.  ])ci;chance, 
their  boiling  l,)rain  yield  a  quaint  scofF,  they 
wiir travail  to  be  delivered  of  it  as  a  woman 
with  child.

Mrs.   Phelps'  Death 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Herbert  D.  Ward,  better 
known  as  Elizabeth  Stuart  Phelps,  inflicts  an- 
other serious  loss  upmi  American  literature. 
.Mrs.  Ward  was  liorn  in  .\ndo\'er.  .Mass.,  in 
1844,  and  was  thus  dy  ;  ears  nf  age.  She  was 
one  of  the  most  versatile  of  wfMnan  writers,- re- 
minding one  in  tiiis  rcs])ect  of  the  late  Mrs. 
(Jlipliant.  i  Icr  works  include  novels,  poems, 
short  stories,  biograph}-  and  dratiia.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  one  clergyman  and  the  wife, of 
another,  and  most  of  her  work  is  of  a  deeply 
religious  character,  tliougli  far  fniui  (irthodox. 
"The  ,^('.atcs  Ajar,"  dealing  with  the  problem 
of  immortality,  was  one  of  the  most  i)opidar 
liook's  e\-cr  piiblishcd  in  .\inerica.  Il  was  the 
first  of  the  series  which  was  finally  concluded 
in  1901  with  "AVithin  the  Gates."  a  drama. 

Her  first  story"  was  publi.shcd  in  The 
Youth'siCompanion  when  she  was  a  mere  chjld. 
and  the  proud  author  was  rewarded  with  a 
year's  subscription  to  the  paoer.  Mer  f^st 
story  for  adults,  "A  Sacrifice  Consumed,"  w-as 
published  in  Harper's  Magazine,  to  which  she 
contin#pd  tft  contribute  to  ^he  lastf  the  best  of* 
her  later  work  appearing  in  its  pages. 

Mer  earliest  books  were  for  children;  and 
one  scries,  "The  Gypsy  Brenton  Stories,"  con- 
tinues to  be  sold.  Among  the  best  of  her. early 
novels  were  "Doctor  Zay,"  a  story  of  a  wo- 
man physician,  "The  Story  of  Avis";  "The 
Silent  Partner'  and  "A  Singular  Life." 

Her  best  work,  however,  and  that  which 
will  Hve  longest,  is  found  in  her  short  stories. 


In  this  field,  when  she  is  at  her  best,  she  is  un- 
surpassed by  any  writer  of  modern  times.  V'ery 
few  short  stories  havC  attracted  so.  much  at- 
tention and  called  forth  so  much  favorable  com- 
ment as  "The  h'all  in  the  Pemberton  Mills,'' 
first  published  in  the  "Atlantic"  many  years 
ago.  .Almost  cciuall)-  fine  were  "The  Madonna 
of  the  Tubs"  ;  •'The  Supidy  al  St.  .Agatha's"  ; 
"Jack,  the  P'ishcrman,"  and  a  number  of  others. 
"Buried  Embers"  and  "A  Chariot  of  h'irc." 
written  !)ut  a  short  time  before  her  death,  ])rove 
that  her  hnn<l   never  lost  its  cunning. 

In  .some  of  her  early  books  she  displayed 
considerable  htnnor;  notably  in  "An  Old  Maid's 
Paradise."  This  series  was  delightfully  com- 
pleted bv  her  husband,  Herbert  I).  Ward,  in 
"The  r.urglar  Wl^KV  Moved  Paradise."  .\^i 
her  husband  she  also  produced  two  andiitious 
historical  novels.  "The  Master  of  the  Magi- 
cians" and  "CotTie  I'orth."  which  had  only  a 
moderate  success.  Her  later  work  was  marred 
by  insistance-on  two  very  painful  themes:  anti- 
Aivi.-^ection  .as  in  "Trixie,"  and  "Though  Life 
Us  Do  Part,"  and  the  misery  of  ill-as<sorted 
marriages,  as  in  "Avary"  rtr  "Walled  In."  The 
value  of  such  books  as  the  last  t\yo  must  be 
questioned. 

^However,  when  all  deductions  have  beeij 
madC;  Mrs.  Ward  was  a  very  real  and  vital 
force  in  American  liferature.  and  her  passing 
will  be  deeply  mourned  by  the  large  group  of 
rea<lcrs  wdio  ardently  admired  her.  Her  auto- 
biography, "Chapters  From  a  Life,"  is  one  of 
the  most  charming  and  frank  of  modern  self- 
revelations,  and  should  be  read  by  every  lover 
of  the  work  of  the  gifted  woman  who  has  laid 
aside  her  pen  forever. 


Eugene  Fields  Poet 

The  Scribner  company  has  earned  the  grati- 
tude of  all  lovers  oi  the  poetry  of  Eugene 
Field  by  publishing  his  complete  poetical  works 
(hitherto  scattered  through  nine  small  and  cx- 
])ensive  volumes)  in  one  handsome  volume. 

There  is  in  this  publication,  ht)wever.  a 
wilier  significance  and  greater  import  than  the 
mere  matter  of  convenience  and  economy.  By 
the  issue  of  this  book  in  a  style  uniform  with 
the  best  editions  of  the  greater  American  poets, 
the  publishers  seem  to  assert  that  his  i)Iace  is 
with  the  immortals,  and  that  his  work  will  live: 
or  to  invite,  at  least,  a  critical  estimate  of  his 
work  as.  a^pocl-  ,-.*.„    ^.^ 

Before  the  jnd-dication  of  this  volume'  ho 
such  estimate  has  been  attempted.  When  Fiejd 
died  so  lotul  was  the  chorus  of  love  and  regret 
for  the  man  that  little  was  said  of  the  poet. 
Xu  writer  was  ever  more  beloved,  not  only  by 
those  who  knew  him  personally,  but  by  thou- 
sands who  ncvcr  saw  his  face  and  knew  him 
only  through  his  writings  and  through  the 
gossip  of  his  friends. 

The  life  of  Eugene  Field  was  a  tragedy 
mostly  due  to  his  own  improvidence  and,  care- 
lessness. He  chose  to  hide  the  sufferings 
caused  by  poverty  and  ill-health  under  the  cap 
and  bells  of  the  professional  jester,  but  his 
makeup  deceived  no  one.  The  real  kindness, 
affection,  tenderness  and  sympathy  of  the  man 
were  too  deep  and  true  to  be  concealed,  and

affciction  in  which  he  was  held. 

The  collection  of  Field's  poetical  work  in 


one  volume  gives  the  reader  an  opportunity  to 
classify  his  work  more  completely  than  could 
be  done  before  and  to  form  something  like  a 
complete  estimate  of  it. 

The  editors  have  made  five  divisions^of  the 
poems:  "Western  and  Other  Verse";  "Poems 
of  Childhood";  "Echoes  From  the  Sabine 
Farm"  ;  "Various  Translations,"  and  "Sharps 
and  Flats." 

In  turning  the  leaves  one  is  constantly  re- 
minded of  the  fact  that  the  author  was  a  jour- 
nalist and  much  of  the  verse  is  for  the  passing 
hour.  This  is  true  of  most  of  the  Western  dia- 
lect verse,  and  o-ac  must  agree  that  it  is  only 
verse,  not  poetry.  Also  it  must  be  admitted 
that  he  had  no  great  amount  of  originality,  nor 
was  he  a  versatile  ]n)et ;  but  within  his  limita- 
tions, he  wrote  some  poems  of  rare  and  almast 
jierfect  beauty  .  Take,  for  example,  these  three

If  anyone  doubts  the  real  poetic  quality  of 
E-ield's  best  work  let  him  read  "The  Dreams," 
or  "The  Singing  in  God's  Acre,"  or  "Barbara."' 
which  latter  shows  what  Field  could  do  with  a 
story  and  makes  one  regret  that  he  did  not 
write    more    narrative    poetry. 

Even  a  slight  examination  of  the  "Poems 
Of  Childhcx)d"  will  convince  anyone  that  to 
Field  is  due  the  title  of  "Laureate  of  the  Chil- 
dren." and  the  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  Any- 
one familiar  with  the  life  and  character  of  Field 
knows  that  he  carried  with  hini'through  life 
the  hejart  of  a  child  combined  with  the  sym- 
pathy,'knowledge  and  experience  of  a  man; 
that  he  was  a  veritable  P^ter  Pan  of  real- life, 
refusing  to  grow  up.  Only  two  other  modern 
writers  are  to  be  compared  with  him  in  the  tni- 
ilerstanding  of  childhood.  Stevenson  and  Bar- 
rie,  and  neither  of  them  is  his  equal. 

That  "Little  Boy  Blue"  will  live  as  long  as 
the  English  language  is  spoken,  who  can 
doul>t?  And  almost  as  fine  in  their  various 
wavs  are  some  of  the  ilational  lullabys,  "At  the 
Door,"   'ANith    Trumpet    and     Drum,"  .."The 

Rock-a-bv    Ladv, Phe   Xight   Wind,"   "Just 

'Fore  Christnias."  "The  Duel,"  "Seein' 
Things."  and  a  score  of  others. 

The  "Echoes  From  the  vSabine  Farni"  arc. 
to  me,  the  least  satisffictory  part  of  Field's 
work,  and  the  "Sharps  and  Flats"  are  mostly 
journalistic  in  character. 

.Although  there  is  in  the  volume  much  chaff 
mixed  with  the  wheat,  yet  there  is  wheat 
enough  to  make  the  book  of  great  value,  and  it 
is  entitled  to  a  place  upon  the  .shelf  which 
holds  the  collected  works  of  the  othef  .Ameri- 
can poets.  Also  1  venture  the  prediction  that 
when  it  has  been  placed  there  it  will  be  the 
.  one  jnost  tajcen  from  itj?^  place  and^best  loved 
of  them   air. 

To  measure  the  work  of  Eugene  Field  with 
that  of  any  other  poet  is  impossible,  for  the 
man  and  his  work  were  pecidiar  and  in  the 
hea,rts  of  the  American  peopl^  hejia^.  a  special 
and  peculiar  place  which  he  will  contintte  to 
hold  after  many  poet*  of  vastly  greater  literary 
reputation  have  been  forgotten.

An  illustrated  pamphlet  of  some  fifty 
pages  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Bee 
Keeping  In  British  Columbia  has  just 
been  Issued  by  the  Provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  It  Is  the  work 
of  Mr.  F.  Dundas  Todd,  who  is  an  ex- 
pert on  the.  subject,  and  contains  all 
the  information  that  could  be  desired 
by  any  person  who  wishes  to  go  Into 
this  profitable  Industry.  Mont  of  the 
pamphlet  Is  of  a  technical  character, 
designed  to  be  of  strictly  practical 
vuUic.  but  there  arc  nevertheless  some 
facts  In  it  which  may  be  of  Interest 
(.0    the    general    public. 

The  Department  when    It  began   mak- 
ing Inquiries  into  the  matter  was  rather 
suriirlsed    at    the    extent    to    which    bee 
keeping  is  indulged  In  by   the  people  o: 
tlie    Province.      There    are,    so    far      as 
known,   no  persons   in    British  Columbia 
who    depend    upon    bee-keeping    entirely 
as   a    means    of    livelihood;    but    on    the 
other  hand,  bee-keoning  as  a  side  Issue 
Is    much    more    c'oMmOn    than    Is    gener- 
ally  supposed.     In   fact   In   the  dairying 
and  fruit-raising  districts,   a  small   api- 
ary is  apparently   regarded   as   a  neces- 
sary feature  of  almost  every  ranch.     In 
some    localities    there    Is   one   bee-keeper 
to    every    twenty    people.      The    largest 
number   of  hives   reported   as   being  op- 
erated  by  any  one  Individual  being  fifty. 
The   avej-age    number    of    hives    to   each 
apiary    is   about    eleven.      In    this      con- 
nection   the    Department    takes   occasion 
i  to   point   out   that  as   tliere   are   already 
I  80  many  hives  in  the  province  it  Is  quite 
unnecessary    for      the     home-seeker      to 
bring   with   him  to  British  Columbia  his 
colonies  oC  bees  from  the  Eastern  prov- 
inces.    Indeed  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture  earnestly   advises    that      neither 
bees,    empty   used    hl>es,    nor    used    bee 
appliances   of   any   kind    bo   brought    In, 
so    as    to    prevent,    if    possible,    the    In- 
troduction  of   bee   diseases,   from  which. 
the   province    la    at    present    practically 
free. 

As  to  the  productivity  of  different 
reglone,  the  Okanagan  vqlley  la  first 
with  an  average  maximum  of  lOB  sec- 
tions. The  highest  return  is  150  aec- 
tlone — the  loweat.  24.  When  run  for  ex- 
tracted honey,  the  average  maximum 
is  141  pounds,  the  average  minimum. 
52  pounds.  The  greatest  yield  for  a 
hive  is  200  pounde.  and  .the  smallest 
30  pounds.  Vernon  and  Bummerland 
show  the  best  figures. 
,  Around  New  Westminster  the  average 
yield  In  section  honey  Is  given  as  forty- 
two;  the  highest  quoted  Is  sixty;  the 
lowest  la  twenty.  In  the  extracted 
form,  the  average  maximum  la  eighty- 
two  pounds:  loweat  twelve  pounds.  The 
average  minimum  is  twenty-eight 
pounds.

tirely from  the  clover  in  the  town,  there  I 
belmar  no  nectar-bearing  plants  In  the 
vicinity. 

On  Vancouver  Island,  bee-Heeping  has 
been  carried  on  for  about  thirty  years, 
and  at  present  there  Is  an  almoat  con- 
tinuous chain  of  hives  from  Victoria 
to  Comox.  There  Is  great  unanimity  In 
the  statement  of  returns,  which  is  about 
twenty-five  sectlonn  per  hive,  or  forty 
pounds  of  extracted  honey.  There  Is  i 
also  general  agreement  that  a  few  hives 
make  an  Interesting  side-line  that  ylalds

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IRISH  HISTORY 


Danish  incursions  into  Ireland  continued, 
with  more  or  less  interruption,  for  a  period  of 
two  centuries.  Modern  Irish  historians  en- 
deavored to  make  lij:,dit  of  the  extent  of  the 
conquests  of  ilicse  Northern  adventurers,  but 
there  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  they  embraced 
at  one  time  or  another  the  greater  part  of  the 
island.  The  records  of  this  period  are  very 
obscure  and  incomplete.  Father  Thebeau  ex- 
plains this  Ijy  :rayin!>  that  the  sufferings  of  the 
bards  were  .such  that  they  had  neither  time  nor 
inclination  to  preserve  the  historypf  their  dis- 
tress; at  the  same"  time^  he  refuses  "to  accept 
the  traditions  of  the  Irish  peasantry,  which  at- 
tribute many  things  to  the  Danish  invaders, 
and  says  that,  in  respect  to  other  things,  Irish 
tradition  is  singularly  exact,  whereas  in  re- 
spect to  the  Danish  invasion  it  is  wholly  ^t 
fault.  This  means  little  more  than  that  tradiv 
tiori'^has  preserved  accounts  which  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  cherished  idea  of  the  uncon- 
([uerable  character  of  the  Irish  people.  We  are 
left  largely  to  the  imagination  to  call  up  pic- 
tures of  the  condition  of  Ireland  during  the  two 

I'.oru's  victory  at  Clontarf ;  but  when  we  recall 
what  the  Norsemen  did  elsewhere,  it  is  easy 
to  believe  that  in  Ireland  they  wrought  great 
destruction.  It  is  alleged  that  iit  Normandy 
they  completely  annihilated  the  native  popula- 
tion, and  while  there  is  no  ground  for  suggest- 
ing that  they  repeated  thLs  in  Ireland,  there  is 
little  room  for  doubt  that  they  shed  blood  with- 
out mercy,  robbefl  without  pity  and  committed 
every  conceivable  outrage  without  a  sense  of 
shame.  The  native  Irish  resi.sted  bravely,  and 
in  the  end  successfully,  but  the  long  years  of 
conflict  not  only  arrested  the  progress  of  civ- 
ilization, but  caused  a  reaction  to  a  condition 
of  savagery  from  which  the  people  had  emerged 
many  generations  before,  Ireland  after  the  in- 
vasion was  not  the  Ireland  that  welcomed  St. 
Patrick  with  open  arins,  and  from  whose 
schools  and  colleges  learned  men  had  gone 
forth  to  spread  enlightenment  in  Continental 
Europe. 

Of  the  Danish  invaders  the  most  terrible 
leader  was  Thorgyl,  or  Turgesius,  as  he  is 
called  in  the  Latin  chronicles.  He  landed  on 
the  nortiicrn  coast,  and  forthwith,  as  the  his- 
torian Geoghegan  says,  he  assumed  in  his 
own  name  tiie  sovereignty  of  all  the  foreigners 
that  were  then  in  Ireland.  He  marched  south- 
ward as  he  went.  lie  attacked  Armagh,  where 
seven  thousand  students  were  attending  the 
schools,  slew,  captured  or  drove  into  the  coun- 
try this  mass  of  the  best  youth  of  Ireland,  and 
slaughtered  no  less  than  nine  hundred  monks. 
The  Primate,  Faranan,  fled,  and  Thorgyl,  hav- 
ing seated  himself  upon  the  prim?.tial  throne, 
proclaimed  himself  archbishop.  He  met  w'ith 
little  opposition.  Lujeed,  at  the  time  he  w^as 
laying  waste  the  norfti,  Conor,  then  Atcl-Rhi, 
was  plundering  the  southeast,  and  the  south- 
western tribes  were  at  war  with  each  other. 
Thorgyl  proceeded  at  his  leisure  to  occupy  the 
country,  and  to  erect  forts  at  the  seaports  and 
on  islands  in  the  lakes.  His  fleet  patrolled  the 
coast.  Or  brought  reinforcements  from  Nor- 
way. More  important  still  -was  his  policy  of 
founding  cities,  Dublin,  Limerick,  Galway, 
Cork,  W^aterford  and  Wexford  owing  their  ex- 
istence to  him.  The  Irish  themselves  were  not 
builders  of  cities,  such  centres  of  population  as 
had'  existed  up  to  this  time  being  of  recent 
origin  and  only  clusters  of  dwellings  around 
churches. 

Thorgyl  ruled  Ireland  with  a  rod  of  iron. 
The  natives  fled  from  hiin  into  the  forests, 
where  they  lived  in  utter  misery.  It  seemed, 
indeed,  as  if  the  end  of  the  race  was  at  hand; 
but  the  .spirit  of  the  people  was  not  crushed, 
and  they  rose  against  their  oppressor.  Hav- 
erty  in  his  history  of  Ireland  says:  "The  peo- 
ple rose  simultaneously,  and  either  massacred 
thenn  in  their  town.s_  or  defeated  them  in  their 
fields,  so  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
stroi^gholds.  like  Dublin,  the  whole  of  Ireland 
was  free  from  the  Northmen."  But  the  relief 
was  only  a  respite,  for  we  read  in  "The  Four 
Masters"  that  "Amlaf,  or  Olaf,  or  Olaus,  came 
from  Norway  in  851,  so  that  all  the  foreign 
tribes  in  Ireland  submitted  to  him.  and  they 
extracted  rent  from  the  Gaels."  For  the  next 
three  hundred  years  the  Norsemen  occupied 
Dublin,  and  no  less  than  thirty-five  of  their 
rulers  governed  the  city.  McForbis,  who  wrote 
in  1650,  says  that  in  his  time  most  of  the  mer- 
chants of  Dublin  were  descendants  of  the  Nor- 
wegian Irish  King,  Olof  Kwaran.  Amlaf  set 
aboui  the  gradual  conquest  of  the  whole  island, 
but  he  was  oidy  j^artly  successful  He  estab- 
lished several  i)riv.«  ipalities,  and  on  the  whole 
seems  to  have  been  a  good  administrator.  He 
suppressed  the  hostility  of  the  Norsemen  to- 
wards Christianity,  and  from  his  time  onward 
there  was  more  or  less  of  a  commingling  of 
the  invading  and  native  traces. 

Karly  in  the  FJeventh  Centtn-y  the  Norse- 
men, or  Danes,  as  they  are  frequently  called, 
appear  to  have  determined  upon  the  conquest 
of  what  we  now  know  as  the  British  Isles. 
They  succeeded  so  well  iit  England  that  in 
iui,>  Svveyiie  proclaimed  himself  king  of  that 
country,  and  four  years  later  Canute  was  ac- 
knowledged as  sovereign.  In  an  ancient  Irish 
M.S.,  written  about  this  period,  it  is  said: 
"The  Northmen  came  at  this  time  to  Ireland, 
with  an  immense,  fleet,  conveying  even  their 
wives  and  children,  with  the  view  of  extirpat- 
ing the  Irish  and  occupying  in  their  stead  that 
very  wealthy  country,  in  which  were  twelve 
cities,  with  extensive  bishoprics  and  a  king." 
The  Irish  Annals  say  "the  foreigners  were 
gathered  from  s^i\  .the  west  of  Europe,  envoys 
havirif  b*en  despatched  into  Norwuy,  the  Ork- 


neys, the  Baltic  islands,  so  that  a  great  num- 
ber came  from  all  parts  of  Scandinavia,  with 
their  families,  for  the  purpose  of  a  perman- 
ent settlement."  It  was  this  invasion  which 
gave  rise  to  the  movement  headed  by  Brian 
Born,  whose  great  victory  at  Clontarf  in  ior4 
was  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding  article  of 
this  series.  Gradually  tliercafter  the  Norse 
chieftains  were  replaced  by  Irishmen,  the  two 
races  became  amalgamated,  and  the  influence 
of  tlie  invaders  was  exercLsed  chiefly  in  the 
inauguration  of  ciimmercial  activity,  to  which 
the  native  Irish  had  always  been  absolute 
strangers.  * 


LEADERS  OF  HUMANITY 


Wht)  have  been  the  leaders  of  humanity? 
Not  the  kings  or  eni'perors;  not  the  great  sol- 
diers; not  even  those  who  have  left  imperish- 
able records  of  their  deeds  as  did  the  builders 
of  the  Pyramids.  Such  men  were  doubtless 
leaders  of  a  race  or  a  nation,  and  the  results 
of  their  leadership  endured  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  time;  but  they  were  not  leaders  of  hu- 
manity. An  illustration  may  make  the  mean- 
ing of  the  question  clear.  There  is  the  oft- 
told  story  of  Alexander  and  Diogenes.  To 
their  contemporaries  there  could  have  seemed 
to  be  little  ground  for  question  as  to  wdiich 
was  the  leader.  The  one,  a  potent  monarch,  a 
successful  .soldier,  a  conqueror  of  kingdoms, 
whose  greatest  regret  was  that  there  were  not 
other  worlds  that  he  could  subdue ;  the  other,  a 
poor  philosopher,  owning  no  kingdom  but  his 
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intelligence  could  evolve,  except  such  paltry 
pittance  as  served  to  keej)  him  alive.  But  we, 
who  look  back  over  a  prospective  of  more  than 
two  thoi;sand  years,  may  well  doubt  as  to 
which  of  the  two  mankind  has  looked  most  for 
guidance.  "If  I  were  not  Alexander,"  said  the 
young  soldier,  satiated  with  conquest,  "I 
would  be  Diogenes"  ;  but  it  is  not  recorded  that 
the  philosopher  expressed  a  desire  for  fame, 
wealth  and  power,  even  as  a  secondary  chojce, 
if  denied  the  kingship  of  his  own  intelligence. 
Not  that  it  would  be  right  to  put  Diogenes 
among  the  first  rank  of  the  leaders  of  hu- 
manity ;  the  incident  is  only  related  as  an  il- 
lustration of  the  idea  that  will  form  the  basis 
,of  this  and  the  succeeding  articles  of  this  short 
series. 

The  leaders  of  humanity,  as  we  shall  re- 
gard them,  are  those  wiiose  mmds  have  influ- 
enced the  human  race  from  their  time  to  the 
present,  and  whose  teachings  are  effective  to- 
day for  the  reason  that  men  yet  turn  back  to 
them  for  guidance  and  instruction.  .We  call 
men, -who  lived  in  recent  years,  great  if  we 
find  ourseh."":;  examining  what  they  said  in  or- 
der to  know  liow  we  should  act.  For  exam- 
ple, almost  daily  in  poUtical  life  in  Canada  we 
Itear  reference  made  to  what  Sir  John  Mac- 
donald  said  under  certain  circumstances:  in 
the  United  States  the  ideas  of  Lincoln  are  cited 
as  though  on  certain  topics  they  were  the  ulti- 
mate authority;  in  Germany  the  princi])les 
laid  down  by  Bismarck  are  still  observed.  And 
such  instances  might  be  multiplied.  But  these 
men,  and  others  like  them,  arc  only  looked 
upon  by  relatively  few  people  as  having  spokeij 
with  the  voice  of  authority,  and  their  influence 
is  steadily  growing  less.  But  there  have  been 
men,  whose  ideas  have  influenced  hundreds  of 
millions  of  people,  have  given  a  character  to 
races,  who  founded  great  departments  of 
thought,  and  whose  influence  toclay  is  as  great 
as  ever  and  shbw^s  no  sign  of  diminution.  Such 
men  arc  the  real  leaders  of  humanity. 

These  leaders  may  be  divided  into  two 
great  divisions,  the  Oriental  and  the  Occi- 
dental. They  may  be  subdivided  into  the  an- 
cient, the  classical  and  the  renascent.  In  the 
first  subdivision  arc  the  men  who  gave  Asiatic 
thought  the  trend  it  has  ever  since  followed; 
in  the  classical  we  place  the  philosophers  of 
Greece  and  those  wdio  flourished  in  the  Roman 
Empire  about  the  beginning,  and  during  the 
early  centuries,  of  the  Christian  Era;  the 
renascent  are  those  who  came  upon  the  stage 
in  consequence  of  the  revival  of  learning  which 
followed  the  Crusades.  These  divisions  and 
subdivision's  to  some  extent  overlap  each  other, 
and  we  shall  probably  see  as  we  pursue  the 
investigation  that  this  was  inevitable.  We  may 
find,  perhaps,  that  the  lines  of  demarcation  be- 
tween the  various  schools  of  thought  are  not 
as  distinct  as  we  may  be  disposed  to  think.  To 
avoid  any  possible  understanding,  and  so  as 
not  to  give  offence  to  any  one,  Jesus  of  Nazar- , 
eth  will  not  be  inckided  among  the  leaders  of 
.  humanity.  There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that, 
as  the  centuries  pass  He  will  be  found  to  be 
the  greatest  Leader  the  world  has  ever  seen ; 
but  it  is  better,  for  reasons  that  ought  to  be 
obvious,  that  He  cannot  be  compared  with 
others  without  offending  many  readers.      ' 

Ambifg  the  leaders  of  humanity,  the  first, 
in  point  of  time,  to  be  mentioned  is  Moses.  He 
died  about  the  time  accepted  by  Hindu  schol- 
ars as  the  probable  date  of  the  birth  of  Guatama 
Buddha.  It  is  within  the  rang'e  of  possibility 
that  these  two  leaders,  doubtless  the  greatest 
Icfidors  of  whom  wc  have  any  knowledge^  were 
contemporaries,  but  even  though  a  few  scores 
of  ye&rs  may  have  intervened  between  their 
respective  careers,  it  is  a  very  notable  thing 
that  therjr  should  have  arisen  in  the  same  his- 
toric era  two  men,  w;hose  ideas  infhience  the 
thought  of  by  far  the  greater  part  of  man- 
kind more  than  two  thousand  years  after  they 
passed  away  from  the  scene!^  of  their  activity. 
The  date  generally  accepted  as  that  of  the 
birth  of  Moses  is  1738  B.C.,  although  some  au- 
thorities place  it  as  late  as  1600  B.C.  He  was 
of  Hebrew  desccnt/feut  was  educated  in  the 


schools  of  Egypt.  Even  without  accepting  all 
the  details  given  by  Hebrew  writers  as  to  the 
events  of  his  life,  which  are  quite  immaterial 
for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that  he  was  a  remarkable  organizer  and 
leader  of  men.  But  it  is  not  as  such  that  he 
will  be  here  considered,  but  in  respect  to  his  in- 
fluence upon  the  development  of  human 
thought.  He  may  be  assigned  a  supreme  place 
in  this  respect  because  to  him  must  be  at- 
tributed the  preservation/  of  the  idea  of 
monotheism  and  of  the  Deity,  not  as  an  ab- 
stract proposition,  but  as  an  individuality.  To 
the  Children  of  Israel,  Mcv.es  represented  the 
Deity  as  .saying:  "I  am  the  Lord  thy  God." 
We  think  this  is  unique  in  the  annals  of  hu- 
manity. Hebrew  writers,  writing  after  the 
time  of  Moses,  attributed  to  Abraham  personal 
intercourse  with  the  Deity  ;  but  it  is  perhaps 
correct  to  say  that  the  idea  of  one  Supreme 
Being,  distinct  from  material  creation,  and 
something  else  than  a  mere  mental  conception 
or  necessary  inference,  a  God  immanent  in  the 
affairs  of  .men  had  its  first  expression,  so  far 
as  we  have  any  historic  record,  in  the  procla- 
maLiou  made  by  Moscs  at  Sinai-    This  may  be 
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only  the  most  ancient  of  the  known  historic 
leaders  of  humanity,  but  the  greatest  of  them 
all. 


THE  MYSTERY  OF  GODLINESS 


Writing  to  Timothy,  the  Apostle  Paul  said  : 
""Without  controversy  great  is  the  mystery  of 
godliness."  and  he  amplifies  this  by  saying. 
"God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh."  The  doctrines 
of  the  Christian  Church  were  evolved  at  a  time 
when  the  field  of  knowdedge  available  to  those, 
who  were  leading  the  Christian  movement,  was 
very  limited.  This  remark  is  not  intended  to 
apply  to  the  writers  of  the  books  of  the  New 
Testament,  but  to  the  ecclesiastical  authorities 
to  whom  we  owe  the  Church  as  at  present  con- 
stituted. It  is  one  of  the  claims  made  for  these 
Fathers  that  they  were  not  instructed  in  the 
philosophy  of  Greece,  which  had  become  ob- 
scured, and  only  was  restore^  to  be  the  com- 
mon property  of  sdiolars  at  the  period  immedi- 
ately preceding  what  is  called  the  Renaissance. 
They  knew  nothing  whatever  of  the  philosophy 
of  India  or  China.  They  based  their  theologi- 
cal and  doctrinal  ideas  to  some 'extent  upon 
their  understanding  of  Hebrew  literature,  in 
part  upon  Roman  materialism,  in  part  upon, 
Norse  and  Teutonic  mythology,  and  in  part 
upon  their  understai\ding  of  the  teaching  of 
Christ  and  the  Apostles.  What  the  result 
might  have  been  if  they  had  had  access  to  the 
other  existing  fabrics  of  human  wisdom,  we 
cannot  of  course  say.  It  may  be  recalled  by 
those  who  have  followed  this  page  for  some 
time  that  what  was  called  Neo-Platonism,  a 
revival  of  Grecian  philosophy,  and  of  wdiich 
Hypatia  was  the  most  distingui.shed  exponent, 
was  utterly  condemned  by  Cyril,  the  Nubian 
archbishop,  and  its  teachers  were  ruthlessly 
slain.  Those  in  authority  absolutely  refused 
to  li.stcn  for  a  moment  to  those  teachers  who 
advanced  anything  contrary  to  their  own  pre- 
tensions, or  who  suggested  that  others  in  past 
ages  and  other  countries  had  cultivated  fields 
of  thought  and  lirought  forth  fruits  that  might 
be  examined  with  advantage.  The  narrow 
conceptions  which  they  themselves  had  formed 
alone  were  to  be  tolerated,  and  the  result  is 
that  from  their  time  to_the  present  the  Chris- 
tion  Church  has  confined  its  teachings  to  cer- 
tain lines,  absolutely  refusing  to  recognize 
that  there  can  be  good  in  anything  else,  and 
setting  itself  against  everything  that  seemed 
to  be  opposed  to 'its  own  pretensions.  From 
this  cause  arose  the  long  and  bitter  contro- 
versy between  Science  and  Religion.  The 
Church  would  not  listen  to  reason  and  placed 
its  ban  upon  logical  deductions  from  ascer- 
tained facts,  because  those  deductions  ap- 
peared to  conflict  with  its  dogmas. 

No  one  thing  taught  by  the  Church  has 
formed  a  more  important  part  of  its  doctrine 
than'  what  St.  Paul  called,  "the  mystery  of 
godliness,"  or  in  other  words,  the  manifesta- 
tion of  God  in  the  flesh.  At  the  very  time  this 
my.stery  was  forming  the  subject  of  contro- 
versy in  the  lands  around  the  Mediterranean, 
it  was  held  by  millions  of  people  in  the  East. 
Indeed,  the  incarnation  of  the  Deity  was  for 
centuries  the  fundamental  idea  of  the  re- 
ligious faith  of  all  the  vast  host  wdiich  fol- 
lowed the  teaching  of  Buddha.  Long  before 
the  Hebrew  prophets  foretold  the  coming  of 
One  who  would  be  the  Son  of  God,  it  had 
been  taught  by  the  philosophers  of  India  and 
Persia  that  there  had  not  only  been  one  but 
several  incarnations  of  the  Deity.  This  idea 
is  the  basal  thought  of  Buddhism.  Doubt- 
less it  has  been  obscured  by  a  mass  of  gro- 
tesque mythology,  but  this  is  not  surprising. 
So  great  a  mystery  is  necessarily  incompre- 
hensible. There  are"  no  words  in  our  language 
to  describe  it. 

But  not  only  in  Asia  do  we  find  this  idea 
■■  prevalent.  The  mythology  of  the  North  Am- 
erican Indians  is  full  of  the  same  thing.  Hia- 
watha was  a  divine  incarnation;  so  also  was 
Glooscap:  so  also  wa.s  Spbiow ;  .so  also  were 
other  heroes  of'the  Red  Men.  Greek,  Roman 
and  Norse  mythology  is  full  of  the  same  idea. 
We  may  indeed  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  in- 
carnation of  the  Deity  appears  to  have  been 
the  universal  Relief  or  expectation  of  mankind. 
The  Jewish  expectation  of  a  Messiah  does  not 
stand  alone.  People  in  Christian  lands  have 
been  taught  to  believe  that  all  other  expecta- 
tions than  those  of  the  Hebrews  were  baseless, 
just  as  they  have  been  taught  that  the  creative, 
preservative,  upliftine:,  omnipotent  and  su- 
premc  Power  recognized  umversally  by  man- 


kind is  not  the  God  whom  Christians  ought 
to  worship.  The  Hindu  philosopher  says  there 
is  a  Deity  which  is  in  all  and  above  all,  and  by 
whom  all  things  were  made  and  are  main- 
tained; the  Christian  teacher  says  the  same 
thing;  but  the  latter  seems  unable  to  realize 
that  he  must  of  necessity  mean  the  same  as 
the  foriner,  for  there  cannot  be  two  Powers 
by  whom  all  things  were  made  and  are  main- 
tained. So  also  the  universal  expectation  of  a 
divine  incarnation  is  not  to  be  rejected,  and  it 
is  not  inconsistent  with  the  belief  that  God  be- 
came incarnate  in  Jesus  Christ.  Great  indeed 
may  be  the  mystery;  very  mistaken  may  be 
many  who  have  endeavored  to  explain  it,  or 
have  believed  they  have  witnessed  it.  IJuddha 
may  not  have  a  divine  incarnation;  the  nine 
avatars  may  all  be  erroneous  conceptions;  the 
other  beliefs  in  incarnation  may  be  without 
substantial  foundation;  but  it  can  hardly  be 
denied  that  if  Christian  doctrine  had  been 
evolv^ed  in  the  light  that  would  have  been  cast 
upon  it  by  the  belief  in  incarnation  held  in 
previous  ages  and  in  countries  beyond  the 
sphere  of  Christian  activity,  the  consequences 
would  likely  have  been  profound. 


are  we  the  sons  of  God,  but  it  doth  not  yet 
appear  what  \ve  shall  be,  but  we  know  that 
when  He  shall  appear  we  shall  be  like  Him, 
for  we  shall  see  Him  as  He  is."  In  these 
vv'ords  "we  seem  to  have  a  light  cast  upon  the 
idea  of  God  incarnate.  They  suggest  so  per- 
fect a  commingling  of  the  divine  and  human 
that  the  mind  cannot  grasp  it.  All  through 
the  writings  of  the  great  Apostle  we  find  this 
thought  of  sonship  kept  to  the  front.  In  an- 
other place  he  says  we  are  children  of  (3pi\, 
and  if  children  then  heirs,  and  joint  heirs  with 
Christ.  He  places  before  us  the  idea  that  we 
may  become  as  Christ  was  in  relation  to  God, 
that  we  may  have  God  incarnate  in  ourselves. 
Truly  this  is  a  great  and  unfathomable  mys- 
ter}'. 

And  yet  if  we  believe  in  God,  if  we  believe 
that  man  is  made  in  the  image  of  the  Creator, 
that  is  to  say,  made  like  unto  the  Divine,  it 
seems  as  if  we  are  forced  to  admit  the  pos- 
sibility of  our  becoming,  as  it  were,  store- 
houses of  the  divine  power.  We  are  all  of  us 
conscious  that  we  are  something  more  than  of 
the  earth  earthy.  As  mankind  has  always  had 
the  expectation  of  a  divine  incarnation,  so  each 
of  us  in  his  heart  of  hearts  feels  that  he  may 
at  some  time  and  in  some  inexplicable  way  be- 
come superior  to  his  material  surroundings. 
The  Buddhist  teaches  that  we  reach  this  su- 
periority in  Nirvana,  when  we  shall,  after  long 
stages,'  become  absorbed  in  the  Divine;  the 
Christian  teaches  that  we  may  become  one 
with  God  through  faith  in  Christ.  The  end  in 
each  case  is  the  same;  the  difference  as.  in  the 
process  by  wdiich  the  end  is  reached.

HELEN  OF  TROY 


(Continued) 

Nearly  twenty  years  had  passed  since  the 
Greeks  first  beseiged  Troy,,  and  still  the  re- 
sult hung  in  abeyance.  I\leantiine  the  Fair 
Helen  was  growing  weary  of  being  a  captive 
among  the  Trojans,  and  was  longing  to  re- 
turn to  Greece,  and  resume  her  union  with 
her  wronged  husband,  Benelau.  Paris,  too, 
had  been  slain,  Philoctitcs  came  with  Ncopto- 
lemus,  Achilles'  son,  to  join  the  beseigers, 
having  shot  him  with  the  marvelous  bow  and 
arrow  of  Herakles.  And  all  of  Paris'  wonder- 
ful beauty  had  been  spoiled  by  Menelaus,  who 
vented  his  anger  on  the  dead  body  of  the 
prince,  so  that  it  was  only  a  sorry  semblance 
of  the  living  Paris  that  was  brought  back  to 
Helen.  So  the  lady  in  some  secret  manner 
managed  to  convey  a  message  to  Ulysses,  and 
that  intrepid  chief,  disguising  himself  as  a 
sorely  wounded  beggar,  gained  entVance 
through  the  gates  into  the  beseiged  city.  Now 
it  had  been  foretold  that  Troy  would  rem?.in 
impregnable  as  long  as  the  Palladium,  a 
statue  given  by  Zeus  himself  to  Dandanus.  re- 
mained in  the  citadel,  and  the  Trojans  had 
used  every  artifice  to  conceal  it,  constructing 
other  statues  similar  to  it,  so  that  any  in- 
tending thief  might  be  misled.  But  Ulysses 
contrived  to  capture  it,  for  Helen  alone  of  all 
within  the  city  recognized  him.  and  revealed 
the  hiding  place,  and  the  two  had  a  stolen  in- 
terview in  which  they  laid  plans  whereby  the 
fall  of  Troy  might  be  brought  about. 

We  have  read  of  that  monstrous  hollow 
wooden  horse  which  the  Greeks'  constructed, 
so  large  that  one  hundred  of  the  heroes  were 
able  to  conceal  themselves  within  it,  of  how 
the  Greek  ships  one  sunny  morning  were  seen 
by  the  Trojans  to  spread  their  sails  and  glide 
away,  leaving  only  their  burning  tents  be- 
hind them ;  of  how  the  Trojans  discovering  the 
great  horse,  parleyed  long  and  earnestly  as  to 
what  should  be  done  with  it,  many  desiring  to 
offer  it  as  a  sacrifice  to  the  gods ;  of  how  Lac- 
coon,  the  priest,  having  struck  the  horse  with 
his  spear  and  revealed  that  it  was  hollow,  was 
instantly  killed  by  a  serpent  sent  expressly 
from  the  sea  to  destroy  him ;  of  how  a  breach 
was  finally  made  in  the  walls  of  Troy  and  the 
wooden  horse  -dragged  within ;  of  how,  in  the 
night,  the  Trojans  feasted,  celebrating  the  end 
of  the  sci^e,  and  the  Greek  jieroes,  loosening 
the  bolt*,  freed  themsekcs,  and  Itt 'the  fire  sig- 


nal recalling  the  Grecian  ships.  Troy,  aasail- 
ed  from  without  and  within,  fell  at  la.st,  and  the 
destruction  was  terrible  and  complete.  Neopto- 
lemus,  Achilles'  son,  found  the  aged  King 
Pirani  at  the  .altar  of  Zeus,  and  killed  him 
there.  Little  Astyanax,  Hector's  son,  was 
torn  from  his  mother's  arm,  and  cast  from  the 
wall  by  that  same  Neoptolemus,  though  some 
attribute  the  wicked  deed  to  Ulysses.  Poly- 
xena,  Priam's  daughter,  was  slain  on  Achilles' 
tomb,  and  Kassandra,  her  sister,  was  given  as 
a  prize  to  Agammcmnon,  while  Andromaclic, 
widow  of  Hector,  was  led  away  a  captive  by 
Neoptolemus,  who,  like  his  father,  seems  tp 
-iiavl'l—lpkii^i  neither  clemency  nor  mercy. 
Thus  were  Hector's  prophetic  words  come 
true: 

For  that  day  will  come,  my  soul  is  assured  of 

its  comipg; 
It  will  come,  when  sacred  Troy  shall  go  to  de- 
struction, 
Troy,  and  warlike  Priam  too,  and  the  people  of 

Priam. 
And  yet  not  that  grief,  which  then  will  be,  of 

the  Trojans, 
Moves  me  so  much — not   T-Tf rnha'.si  prief^  nor 

Priam    my    father's. 
Nor  my  brethren's,  many  and  brave,  who  then 

will  be  lying 
In  the  bloody  dust,  ..beneath  the  feet  of  their 

foeman —  '  >    •■^%'  ". 

As  thy  grief,  wdien,   liirtears,    some    brazen- 
coated  Achaian 
Shall  transport  thee  away,  and  the  day  of  thy 

freedom  be  ended. 
Then,  perhaps,  thou  shalt  work  at  the  loom  of 

another,  in  Argos, 
Or    bear    pails    to    the    well    of    Messeis,    or 

Hypereia, 
Sorely  against  thy  will,  by  strong  Necessity's 

order. 
And  sonie  man  may  say,  as  he  looks  and  sees 

thy  tears  falling: 
See,  the  wife  of  Hector,  that  great  pre-eminent 

captain 
Of  the  horsemen  of  Troy,    in    the    day    they 

fought  for  their  city. 
Some  man  will  say;  and   then  thy  grief  will 

redouble 
At  thy  want  of  a  man  like  me,  to  save  thee 

from  bondage. 
But  let  me  be  dead,  and  the  earth  be  mounded 

above  me. 
Ere  I  hear  thy  cries,  and  thy  captivity  told  of. 

And  what  of  Helen  I  We  can  picture  Mene- 
laus of  Troy  taken,  "seeking  her  who  had  so 
w-ronged  him,  who  had  caused  such  endless 
death  and  suffering;  and  if  revenge  is  the 
strongest  emotion  that  possesses  him,  we  can- 
not wonder.  Twenty  years  have  gone  by, 
Menelaus  has  grown  sick  and  weary  with 
bloodshed.  He  has  forgotten  how  his  wife's 
beauty  once  enslaved  him,  and  remembers 
only  the  infamy  she  has  heaped  upon  hirp. 

He  finds  her  hidden  in  the  palace  of  Dei- 
phobus,  and  when  she  rises  to  meet  him,  lift- 
ing her  face,  "astonishment  takes'  possession 
of  his  soul  before  the  shining  of  her  beauty, 
so  that  he  stands  immovable  like  a  dead  tree, 
which  neither  north  nor  south  wind  shakes. 
.  .  .  Her  heart  leaps,  and  her  whole  form  is 
as  lovely  as  Aphrodite  was  when  the  gods  dis- 
covered her  with  Ares  in  the  Hephaestus. 
Down  to  the  ships  she  comes  with  Menelaus 
hand-in-hand;  and  the  people  gazing  on  the 
glory  and  the  winning  grace  of  the  faultless 
woman,  were  astonished;  nor  could  they  dare 
by  wdiispers  or  aloud  to  humble  her  with  in- 
sults ;  but  gladly  they  saw  in  her  a  goddess, 
for  she  seemed  to  all  what  each  desired." 

So  Helen  and  Menelaus  returned  to  Sparta, 
and  for  many  happy  years  dwelt  together  in 
comfort  and  peace,  the  gods  taking  them  at 
last  to  dwell  in  the  Elysian  fields  for  all  eter- 
nitv.

MAUD    ALLAN'S    DANCING 

Though  we  i^et  a  <^real  deal  of  dancing  of 
a  sort  in  the  musical  comedy  productions 
which  we  see  here,  of  the  real  terpsichorean  ar- 
tiste we  know  little  or  nothing  unless  we  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  visit  one  or" more  of 
the  great  metropolis  favored  l)y  these  famous 
danseuses.  This  description  of  the  dancing 
of  Mii.j  Maud  Allan  will  furnish  us  some  idea 
Gi  vv'iiaL  a  Cijurrnntg  ani,i  ini^piraLing  pc»i*./ii** 
ance  this  young  woman  gives:  "The  artistic 
simplicity  of  it.  its  studied  rhythms,  had  the 
quality  of  Greek  art.  The  curtain  rose  on  the 
familiar  scene,  the  green  velvet  curtains  frarriV; ' 
ing  a  girl's  form  in  1  Joric  chiton.  Of  the 
Chopin  valscs  there  is  n(j  need  to  sjjeak.  How 
Miss  Allan  can  express  that  sad,  vague  dream- 
world of  Chopin's,  dim  with  memories  of  joys 
not  altogether  glad  and  sorrows  not  all  mourn- 
ful, is  known  well  enough.  After  that  came 
Sibelius's  "Dryad,"  a  delightful  dance  full  of 
the  beauty  of  the  forest  and  swift  and  light. 
When  she  came  next  she  was  a  child  darting 
out  to  play.  Birds  sang  to  her  and  flashed  by, 
and  she  was  laughing  with  gay  delight,  and 
ran  after  them  trying  to  catch  them  in  tiny 
hands  all  wonder  and  happiness.  This  look 
of  wonder  is  one  of  her  finest  touches.  "The 
world  is  so  full  of  a  number  of  things  I.  think 
we  should  all  be  as  hapjiy  as  kings.'  'cried  the 
poet  of  the  "Child's  Garden."  There  was  thjs 
delicious  naviete  of  joy'in  the  dance,  and  some- 
thing more,  something  of  the  first  tine  rapture 
of  the  youth  of  the  world.  Down  from  the 
woods  to  the  seashore.  From  Grieg's  "The 
Birds"  to  Grieg's  "Poetic  Tone-Picture."  You 
will  hardly  hear  in  it  "the  league-tongue  roller 
thundering  on  the  reef."  but  if  as  a  boat, 
drives  on  through  a  sapphire  sea  you  have 
watched  the  spray  fly  glittering  from  '  hiei^ 
bows  and  seen  in  it  innumerable  rainbows 
hover  and  break  in  a  shower  of  color,  you  will 
know  what  the  dance  is  like.  There  comes  a 
valse  ."of  Brahms,  and  then  the  gay'  march' 
movement  of  vSchubcrt's  Monient  ^Iusical.  The 
tlancer  is  a  child  still,  a  child  not  cjuitc  sure' 
that  she  is:nof  naughty,  or  wiuihl  not  like  to" 
be  naughty.  And,  haj)pily,  she  soon  decides 
that  it  would  be  delicious  fun,  and  she  gives 
every  charming  particle  of  herself  ^  being 
naughty  till  she  has  had  her  fdl  and  is  happily 
tired. 

From  the  clear  laughter  <bf  that*  it  was  a 
far  cry  to  Debussy's  Danse  Sacree  et  Profane. 
But  this  of  all  things  that  we  saw  was  most 
purely  Greek.  Violet  purple  light  flooded  the 
scene.  The  dancer  used  some  violet  draperies 
in  either  hand.  Each  action  in  the  slow 
rhythms  is  charged  with  religious  awe.  A 
pagan  religion  indeed,  a  religion  which  holds 
in  the  old  Greek  phrase  that  "the  gods  arc 
envious,"  grudging  mortal  men  pleasure  and 
happiness,  and  taking  vengeance  on  ])rosi)cr- 
ity.  B-Ot  such  the  Greek  gods  were,  myster- 
ious, never  to  be  trusted.  From  that  grim 
note  of  mortal  man  bowing  to  hostile  gods 
and  the  Co\c\  inhumanity  of  Xccessity.  the 
mindless  power  behind  them,  comes  a  change 
to  the  wild  orgy  of  a  festival,  half  savage  or 
all  savage,  like"  the  revels  of  the  Dionysia  or 
Parnassus.  For  this  also  lay  behind  the 
marble  beauiy  of  Greek  life.

The  IcHig  march  from 
Fort  Churchill  to  Gimli  was  started  on  Decem- 
ber 8,  with  Indians  as  guides.  That  no  lives 
were  lost  on  the  long  tramp  is  regarded  as  a 
great  achievement.

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What  has  been  termed  the  greatest  rac^ 
in  the  world  will  be  run  for  the  72nd  time  on 
Friday  next,  in  England.  The  Grand  National 
Steeplechase,  an  event  which  has  created  the 
utmost  interest  throughout  the  sporting  cir- 
cles of  the  world  for  almost  three-quarters  of 
a  century,  has  reached  a  point  where  it  may 
assuredly  be  described  as  a  classic.  It  bids 
fair  to  continue  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion, a  very  aristocrat  of  sporting  fixtures. 

A  brief  history  of  the  famous  run  over  the 
stiffest  kind  of  a  course  in  the  Aintree  coun- 
try, a  course  which  was,  tradition  says,  first 
I)icked  by  Lord  Molyneux,  is  of  interest  to 
those  who  care  for  the  sport. 

A  sweepstakes  had  been  held  annually  for 
several  years,  in  fact  as  far  back  as  1837,  at  the 
same  time  as  the  then  famous  Dog  Derby  was 
held,  but  it  was  in  1839  that  the  first  race  over 
the  present  course  was  decided.  The  length 
of  the  race  was  4  miles  and  865  yardSj  and  no 
less  than  thirty-four  jumps  were  entailed.  This 
race  is  popularly  called  the  first  Grand  Na- 
tional, although  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  race 
did  not  receive  this  title  until  1843,  when  it  was 
made  a  handicap. 

In  the  beginning  a  natural  stream  ran 
across  the  far  end  of  the  course,  and,  doubling, 
formed  what  are  known  as  Beecher's  and  Val- 
entine's brooks,  called  after'  Captain  Beecher, 
who  rode  Conrad  in  the  first  race,  and  Mr. 
Tower's  horse  Valentine,  who  was  one  of  the 
contestants.  These  gentlemen  had  backed 
themselves  to  be  first  over  the  brook  in  the 
race  at  the  canal.  Beecher,  however,  fell  into 
the  first  brook,  which  had  high  banks  and 
deep,  swift  water,  and  both  he  and  his  horse 
were  all  but  drowned. 

The  rules  of  the  first  race  set  forth  that  the 
second  horse  was  to  save  his  stakes ;  the  win- 
ner was  to  pay  10  sovereigns  towards  expenses.. 
No  rider  was  to  open  a  gate,  or  ride  through  a 
gateway,  or  more  than  one  hundred  yards  along 
any  road,  footpath,  or  driftway.  Rust,  an  Irish 
horse,  was  favorite  at  7  to  1  against,  Daxow 
(^  Naxon)  another  Irishman  in  the  same  in- 
terest, second  favorite  at  8  to  1  against,  whilst 
the  winner,  Lottery,  was  quoted  at  9  to  i 
against.  Just  before  the  start  there  was  a 
rush  on  this  horse,  and  5  to  i  against  was 
booked.  Lottery  won  in  14  min.  53  sees.,  easily 
from  Seventy- Four,  ridden  by  Tom  Ol liver, 
whose  Grand  National  record  will,  it  is  almost 
safe  to  say,  never  be  surpassed.  Report  has  it 
that  Lottery  cleared  ten  yards  over  the  last 
hurdle.  The  Irish  division  was  much  dissialis- 
fied,  and  protested  against  the  made  fences, 
but  it  is  not  on  record  whether  the  protest  was 
lodged  on  account  of  their  severity  or  other- 
wise. 

For  the  purpose  of  better  seeing  the  race  a 
grand  stand  was  efei!ted,  arid  stbad 'ft5|-  many 
years.  Later,  one  was  constructed  by  a  pri- 
vate company,  and  metal  badges  were  i.ssned 
to  subscribers,  some  of  which  arc  still  in  exi.'^t- 
<incc,  though  of  no  intrinsic  value. 

To  please  the  Irishmen  a  stone  wall  was 
erected  opposite  the  grand  stand,  and,  in  1840, 
the  occupant.5  of  this  structure  witnessed  a 
spectacle  which  filled  their  hearts  with  dismay, 
five  of  the  competitors  coming  to  grief  and 
nVaking  a  struggling  heap,  Lottery  being  one 
of  the  unlucky  ones.  Seven  altogether  of  the 
thirteen  starters  fell,  t!ie  race  going  to  Mr. 
l^inorc's  Jerry.  There  was  a  bigger  outcry 
jt^nst  this  obstacle  than  there  had  been  for 
it,  and  184I  saw  it  replaced  by  an  artificial 
brook,  iAit  water  jump  opposite  the  stand  of 
tdiday.  Lottery  this  year  again  started  first 
Ift^rite.  but  was  bcated,  a  horse  called  Charity 
doming  in  first.    Jem  Mason  and  Lottery  got 


on  well  together,  and  carried  off  a  number  of 
steeplechases  up  and  down  the  country,  so  that 
when  the  horse  turned  up  again  in  1842  at  Ain- 
tree the  crushing  weight  of  I3st.  4lb.  had  to  be 
carried.  After  coveringf  two  miles  the  jockey 
sensibly  pulled  up,  but  1843  saw  the  redoubt- 
able pair  once  more  at  the  post.  Tom  Olliver, 
in  1842,  won  on  Mr.  Elmore's  Gay  Lad,  and 
again  carried  off  tl^rc  honors  in  a  field  of  16  in 
the  following  year  on  Vanguard,  an  aged  horse, 
carrying  list.  lolb.,  the  record,  the  first  tin>« 
becoming  a  handicap.  Ten  years  elapsed  «re 
Olivier  rode  another  National  winner,  his  third 
success  i"  1853  being  on  the  back  of  Peter 
Simple  (who  had  won  in  1849)  i"  <^he  colors  of 
Captain  Little,  and  when  the  latter  won  on 
Chandler,  in  1848,  Olliver  was  second,  beaten 
half  a  length  by  horsemanship  he  had  himself 
inspired.  In  the  previous  year,  1847,  Olliver 
had  b'^ien  second  on  St.  Leger.  Altogether 
this  fc^mous  stec'plechase  jockey  had  19  rides 
in  the  National,  finishing  16  times,  and  once 
breaking  his  collar-bone.  His  last  mount  was 
on  Claudian,  in  1859. 

There  is  a  saying  that  a  horse  which  has 
once  got  over  the  Aintree  country  safely  can 
always  do  it  again,  and  the  same  thing  m.ay  be 
said  of  riders.  No  race  has  served  to  demon- 
strate the  "horses  for  courses"  theory,  for 
ihoupfh  nnlv  five  animals  have  won  the  Grand 
National  twice,  many  have  finished  m  the  first 
four  time  and  time  again. 

When  George  Stevens  first  won  the  Liver- 
pool on  Freetrader*  he  had  only  ridden  once 
previously.  That  was  on  Royal  Blue,  who  was 
unplaced  in  1852,  and  in  the  three-year  interim 
.  lie  had  no  ride  prior  to  his  so-called  chance 
winning  mount.  But  of  his  other  victories. 
When  the  Colonel  won  the  last  of  the  five,  that 
was  his  hardest  bit  of  riding,  and  the  only  time 
onlookers  in  the  National  saw  him  fight  like 
grim  death  and  by  a  neck  dispose  of  his  friend 
and  saddle  contemporary,  George  Holman, 
on  The  Doctor.  On  Freetrader  I  have  heard 
it  said  he  was  lucky  to  win  a  length  from 
Minerva,  as  the  latter  badly  over-reached  her- 
self at  the  last  jump.  When  he  piloted  the 
Colonel  to  victory  the  first  time,  he.  won  by 
three  lengths,  a  distance  by  which  he,  singu- 
larly enough,  beat  Arbury  on  Emblemfatic  in 
1864.  Emblem's  success  the  year  before  was 
quite  a  runaway  victory.  Even  with  her  lolb. 
penalty,  Arbury  there  had  less  chance  than 
with  Emblematic.  Stevens,  of  course,  thought 
much  of  the  great  double  he  accomplished  for 
Lord  Coventry,  but  in  later  years  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  for  "greatness"  he  leaned  more 
to  the  side  of  The  Colonel's  repetition.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  he  was  naturally  very  proud  of 
both,  and  unfortunately  was  not  spared  very 
long  to  enjoy  a  well-earned  retirement.  For 
Baron  Oppenheim  he  tried  to  surpass  his  al- 
ready earned  record  a  third  year  on  The  Col- 
onel. The  weight,  however,  was  too  much,  and 
in  the  position  of  sixth  the  second  year  The 
Lamb  won  Stevens  rude  his  last  National 
mount.  It  was  indeed  only  a  few  months  after 
this  that  his  life  was  cut  short  by  a  fall  from 
his  cob  while  riding  to  his  cottage  called  Em- 
blem outside  his  birthplace,  Cheltenham. 

When  George  Stevens  was  beaten  on  The 
Colonel  in  1871,  the  year  proved  perhaps  the 
most  famous  of  Mr.  Thomaa*-  three  victories." 
It  was  The  Lamb's  secorid  success.  Only 
twice  in  nineteen  years  did  Mr.  Thomas  miss 
a  ride  in  the  Liverpool..  His  first  niount,^vas 
vXnatisf  the  year  be1??V<f  She'' won;  his  Ia..st  oc- 
curred in  1877,  when  he  was  third  to  Auster- 
litz  on  The  Liberator,  two  years  before  Mr. 
Garry  Moore  won  on  the  last-iniamed.  The 
years  Mr.  Thomas  missed  mounts  were  when 
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Emblem^ and  Emblcimatid,  won;  not  throtigh 
spills  or  broken  bfcncs,  ^  Anything  of  that  sort. 
Just  at  that  time  he  became  ■k  benedict,  and  it 
was   family  persuasion.     " 

Not  for  long.iiowever,  was  he  idle,  for  what 
he  picked  up  from  Tom  Olliver  was  well  in 
the  flesh,  and  of  one  reception  he  met  with  on 
his  return  to  the  pigskin  he  is  quite  as  fond 
of  talking  of  as  of  his  three  Liverpool  vic- 
tories. And  well  he  might  be.  The  calendar 
records  tell  that  in  1866  he  won  all  the  three 
steeplechases  run  at  Aintree's  autumn  meet- 
ing, and  they,  of  course,  included  the  Sefton 
on  Sprite.  Here,  with  a  broken  stirrup-leather 
carried  in  his  hand,  by  a  neck  he  beat  George 
Stevens  on  Lord  Coventry's  Balder  amid  great 
enthusiasm. 

Pathfinder's  victory  saw  the  final  National 
ride  of  Johnny  Page.  He  there  was  on  the 
back  of  Baron  Finot's  La  Veine,  and  the 
French  Baron,  being  offended  with  not  a  very 
pleasant  greeting  at  Bristol,  curiously  enough, 
never  tried  his  luck  in  the  National  again. 
Page,  back  in  England  many  years  ago  from 
France,  and  down  Henley-in-Arden  way,  used 
to  tell  of  his  experiences  of  the  Liverpool 
Steeplechase.  He  won  it  on  Cortolvin  and 
Casse  Tete,  was  second  on  the  former  to  Sala- 
mander, and  third  to  Pathfinder.  In  1871  he 
was  fourth  on  Pearl  Driver  to  The  Lamb,  and' 
all  in  eleven  rides. 

In  Mr.  E.  P.  Wilon's  sixteen  attempts  to 
win  the  Grand  National,  he  was  very  near  the 
mark  on  Congress  when  Regal  beat  him  by  a 
neck  in  1876.  He  travelled  as  far  as  1884  be- 
fore scoring  his  first  win  on  Voluptuary  (a 
horse  that  had  never  f»ni  in  a  steeplechase  at 
Liverpool  or  elsewherii),  and  then  followed  it 
up  the  next  season  on  the  uncertain  Roquefort, 
on  whicTi  he  would  probably  have  won  a  sec- 
ond time  had  the  i;orse  not  fallen  over  the  rails 
in  the  straight  when  Gamecock  triumphed.  At 
any  rate,  in  his  long  career,  which  started  in 
1873,  and  terminated  in  1899,  he  did  remark- 
ably well.  Congress,  as  before  said,  was  his 
first  mount,  Hettie  the  last,  and  it  was  on  the 
latter  mare,  although  unsuccessful,  he  had  the 
honor  of  wearing  the  colors  of  the  King. 

Mr.  Beasley's  death  in  1905,  after  retire- 
ment from  rictJng  between  the  flags,  caused 
general  regret,  but  yet  recalled  a  splendid  Liv- 
erpool career.  His  three  winners,  Empress, 
Woodstock,  and  Frigate,  were  all  praiseworthy 
triumphs,  the  last-named  being  the  most  diffi- 
cult, but  perhaps  the  most  aceptable,  as  the 
oUl  mare  Itad  previously  tried  there  so  often. 
But  Mr.  Beasley  was  not  without  his  disap- 
pointgient  at  Liverpool,  for  fresh  in  memory  is 
that  of  the  1882  defeat  of  Cyrus,  when  Lord 
Manners  won  on  a^  former  stable  companion, 
Seaman.  That  defeat  was  a  head^^ima  on  one 
other  occasion  only  has  the  judge  ever  given 
a  Livc*rpool  by  that  distance.  Spahi  in  1887 
was  also  a  disappointment  when  he  fell  so 
early  in  the  race.  Of  Mr.  Gubbins'  horse  much 
more  was  expected.  Mr.  Beasley,  however, 
knew  how  to  take  failures  as  well  as  sweets. 
He  came  of  a  good  riding  family,  as  the  N4- 
tional  of  1879  corroborates. 


Arthur  Nightingall  began  to  ride,  in  the 
Liverpool  in  1886  on  Baron  de  Tuyll^s  The 
Badger.  Nightingall  is  01  opinion  that  Ilex, 
the  first  winner  he  rode,  was  thei>est,  and  his 
snbsei^uent  running  with  such  as  Cloister,  and 
Come  Away,  under  big  weights,  corroborates 
the  notion.  His  win  on  Ilex,  however,  was 
far  more  easily  achieved  than  that  of  either 
Why  Not  or  Grudon ;  in  fact,  when  speaking 
of  Why  Not,  Nightingall  has  been  heard  to 
say  that  he  was  glad  when  he  lifted  the  horse 
over  the  last  fence ;  furthermore,  so  beaten 
were  his  opponents  at  the  finish  that  he  thinks 
he  could  have  won  on  either  of  the  other  tht<fee 
who  followed  him  home.  Why  Not  did  fairly 
well  in  his  hands  again  when  The  Soarer 
scored. 

Mr.  Richardson  'had  four  mounts  in  the 
National,  and  won  twice,  in  1873  ^"^  1874,  on 
Disturbance  and  Reugny. 

Another  jockey,  of  whose  performances 
chroniclers  will  have  in  future  to  make  a  note, 
is  "Tich"  Mason,  the  rider  of  Kirkland.'^ 

Falling  back  again  to  the  horses,  we  find 
that  Abd-el-Kader,  who  won  in  1850  and  1851, 
the  first  animal  to  successfully  negotiate  the 
course  twice,  was  the  offspring  of  a  mare 
that  worked  the  Shrewsbury  coach.  The  win- 
ner in  1857,  ^  horse  named  Emigrant,  was  rid- 
den to  hounds  for  three  seasons,  and  displayed 
such  jumping  form  that  he  was  put  into  train- 
ing. It  was  exceptionally  heavy  going  that 
year,  and  Boyce,  the  successful  jockey,  took 
his  beast  out  of  the  field  on  to  the  good  going 
at  the  side  of  the  canal.  This  was  fair  enough 
according  to  the  rules,  but  nev.  year  a  couple  of 
-flags  were  put  up,  and  a  repetition  without  dis- 
qualification was  impossible.  Salamander,  who 
gave  Alex  Goodman  his  second  winning  ride, 
was  bought  as  a  hunter  for  a  small  sum  in  an 
Irish  hovel.  Hall  Court,  who  was  beaten  a 
head  by  Alcibiade,  again  finished  second,  but 
without  a  rider  this  time  (1866),  the  jockey 
being  unshipped  at  the  second  fence!  It  is 
really  wonderful  how  loose  horses  gallop  on 
and  safely  negotiate  the  Aintree  fences.  In 
1905  Ascetic's  Silver  and  Timothy  y\\x\s,  after 
coming  to  grief  at  the  canal  turn,  jumped  the 
remaining  fence  ,one  on  each  side  of  Kirkland, 
who.se  jockey,  F.  Mason,  kept^  cooKhead  at  a 
critical  moment.  In  such  a  race  as" ''the  Na- 
tional" luck  naturally  plays  a  big  part. 

In  1872,  for  instance,  Casse  Tete,  Schiedam, 
Harvester.  Primrose,  and  Scarrington  were  all 
going  well  with  the  race  among  them,  when 
Primrose  came  to  grief,  and  Schiedam  (Mr. 
Richardson  up)  fell  over  the  rolling  horse. 
Harvester  next  oycrjumpcd  himself  and  in- 
jured his  hind  foot,  an^  thus  Cassc  Tete  and 
Scarrington  were  left  to  battle  it  out.  Robert 
TAnson  on  the  latter  called  to  Page  on  Casse 
Tete.  "It's  been  a  long  time  coming  off,  Jack, 
but  I've  done  it  this  time/'  The  words  were 
no  sooner  spoken  that  Scarrington  knocked  a 
leg  at  the  last  fence  but  one,  and  Cassc  Tete  ul- 
timately won  a  hard-fought  radte.  Pathfinder, 
the  winner  in  1875,  was  bought  not  long  before 
for  £100.  In  1876  Captain  Machell  ran  two, 
Chandos  (Jewitt)  being  favorite,  and  Regal  (J. 


Cannon)  outsider.  Jewitt  called^outto-l^li- 
non  when  the  race  was  in  progress,  "Joe, 't'ln 
going  on  to  win,"  when  Chandos  fell,  and  R.|5- 
gal  won  the  race  by  a  neck.  Jewitt  a  few  y^afs 
later  trained  a  National  winner  in  Seamaft>"a 
cast-off  Irishman.  The  Hibernians  entrusl<Sd 
their  fortunes  to  Cyrus,  who  was,  howevw, 
beaten  a  head !  Only  four  horses  finished  thjs  . 
year,  the  third  being  Count  Kinsky's  Zoedphe, 
Owner  up.  Next  year  (1884)  the  Cqant 
chanced  his  lot,  and  successfully  too,  Zoedqije 
cantering  home  in  front  of  the  smallest  fifcld 
that  ever  went  to  the  po.st  for  this  race. 

When  Manifesto  first  essayed  to  win  the 
"National"  he  fell  at  the  first  fence.  Colonel 
Hall  Walker  bought  The  Soarer  and  won  the 
race  at  the  first  time  of  asking.  Then  there 
was  the  sensational  Cloister,  who  cantered 
home  once  with  I2st.  7lbs.  up,  a  horse  pur- 
chased for  a  score  or  two  of  pounds.  And  who 
can  forget  the  mysterious  Timon?  Sweeter 
to  recall  is  the  sceri"e  after  Ambush's  victory. 
And  who  will  forget  Manifesto's  last  appear- 
ance on  the  scene  of  his  former  glories?

GRASS  THAT  WILL  NOT  BURN.  ^ 

In  several  parts  of  India,  China  and  Japan, 
and  the  Eastern  Archipelago  generally,  is  to 
be  found  a  plant,  the  botanical  name  of  which 
is  Boehmeria  which  produces  a  fibre  variously 
called  Chinagrass,  Rhea,  and  Ramie.  Of  recent 
years  a  quite  new  use  has  been  found  for 
Ramie  fibre  or  Ramie  thread,  and  that  is  the 
making  of  incandescent  gas-mantles. 

For  well  over  half  a  century  scientists  have 
been  experimenting  with  the  object  of  finding 
some  commodities  which  would  give  a  brilliant 
light  on  heating  to  incandescence.  In  1885 
was  discovered  a  method  of  saturating  a  cotton 
fabric  with  solutions  of  the  certain  metals, 
which  on  burning  ofif  left  a  framework  of  oxi- 
des. This  was  the  beginning,  though  a  very 
imperfect  beginning,  of  the  incandescent  gas- 
man nC  ^ 

For  some  reason  the  head  of  a  mantle  is 
invariably  the  weakest  part,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  top  part  is  always  further  im- 
pregnated with  a  solution  made  from  alumi- 
num and  magnesium  nitrates,  and  that  the  loop 
by  which  the  mantle  is  suspended  on  the 
burner  consists  of  a  thin  asbestos  thread, 
carefully  sewn  on  the  top  of  the  mantle.  But 
a  new  method  has  recently  been  adopted  and 
is  already  in  very  great  favour  amongst  users 
of  gas-mantles;  that  is  the  method  adopted: in 
the  well-known  and  widely-used  patent  metal 
top  of  "Ironclad"  mantle.  The  metal  top,  whidb 
by  the  way,  is  specially  made  for  the  purpose, 
of  a  non-fusible  metal,  is  in  two  pieces,  aliid 
between  these  two  pieces  the  fabric  of  the 
mantle  is  firmly  clamped  and  evenly  gripped  all 
round.  The  result  is  that  a  metal  top  mantle 
hangs  steadier,  and  the  risk  of  breakage,:  js 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  owing  to  the  strength 
being  evenly  distributed  all  round  the  mantfe, 
and,  of  course,  the  loop  itself  cannot  break. 

Before  the  mantle  reaches  the  hands  of  the 
purchaser  it  has  to  be  properly  and- carefully- 
hardened.  Yet  this  is  a  process  which  some 
manufacturers  never  employ,  with  the  result 
that  unhardened  mantles  are  sold  very  cheaply, 
but  break  very  quickly  when  put  into  use. 

All  users  of  incandescent  gas-mantles  will 
remember  that  when  a  new  mantle  is  fixed  it 
has  first  to  be  set  fire  to  without  the  gas  being 
turned  on.  This  is  to  burn  oflF  a  coating  (of 
Collodion  which  is  put  on  to  strengthen  tKe 
mantle,  and  it  is  removed  without  leaving  any 
deposit. 

The  metal  top  of  the  Ironclad  mantle  is 
only  one,  though  the  most  important,  of  mapy 
differences  between  it  and  other  mantles.  It 
gives  an  extremely  brilliant,  though  by  no 
means  trying  light,  and  an  interesting  point 
about  it  is  that  it  is  entirely  British  made  by 
British  labor.  It  may  be  obtained  from  iron- 
mongers and  stores  everywhere  at  4d.  Though 
the  price  of  an  Ironclad  mantle  is  slightly 
higher  than  ordinary  mantles,  users  will 
quickly  find  that  Ironclads  are  far  more  eco- 
nomical, as  they  oiitlive  three  or  four  of  tb* 
cheaper  kinds. 

'j .  firm  who  manufacture  the  "Ironclad" 
mantles  also  makq  the  "Iris"  inverted  mantle 
{price  5(1.),  which  has  the  same  brilliancy  and 
lasting  power  as  the  upright  type,  and  will  fit 
any  burner  on  the  market.

Ten  minutes  per  pound  is  supposed  to  ' 
be  the  correct  time  for  boiling,  but  naturally  it 
must  vary  with  .the  thickness  of  the  fish,  apd 
for  that  reason  it  is  a  mistake  to  boil  a  large 
fish  whole,  as  the  tail  end  will  be  overdone  jhy 
the  time  the  shoulders  are  sufficiently  cooked.

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A  LION  HUNT  IN  SOMALILAND 

'The  very  name  Somaliland  recalls  happy 
memofies  of  delightful  camping  grounds  and 
red-letter  days  nf  s|)ort  liefore  the  Mullah  had 
commenced  unubling,  and  wlicn  that  country 
was  at  rest,  unoccupied,  and  rarely  vifiited  by 
the  white  man,  and  then  only  by  a  sporting 
kafila,,  or  caravan.  Even  now,  sinc£  the  abor- 
tive expeditons  against  the  Mullah,  Somali- 
land  is  still'  much  the  same  as  it  was  cen- 
turies ago,  and  (when  it"  can  "again  be  safely  en- 
tered) should  again  prove  the  paradise  of  the 
nature-loving  hunter  who  loves  to  wander 
where  the  natives,  the  game,  .and  the  country 
are  still  in  their  primitive  state. 

An  earlier  trip  in  Somaliland,  which  had 
been  considerably  hampered  by  the  illness  of 
my  companion,  had  left  a  "liking  for  more," 
and  on  March  26,  1896,  I  stood  on  the  deck  of 
the  little  80-ton  steamer  Tuna  as  she  steamed 
slowly  up  to  the  landing  stage  at  Berbcra. 

On  our  return  to  Aden  in  July  the  Tuna 
got  a  rough  handling  in  the  monsoon,  and  we 
were  lucky  to  pull  through.  On  her  next  voy- 
age she  foundered  with  all  on  board.  As  we 
approached  I  pointed  out  to  my  companion 
D  the  old  wdiite  Egyptian  buildings,  including  , 
the  residency,  with  its  wdiite-walled  court- 
yard and  palm  trees,  glaringly  bright  in  that 
tropicai  sun,  tjic  san^ay  mariLimc  p^aiii  xi^ii^g 
to  low  foothills,  and  away  bchlnr  all,  blue  in 
the  distance,  rose  the  rugged  Golis  Mountains, 
with  Gan  Libah,  or  Lion's  Hand,  looming 
boldly  in  the  foreground.  The  officer  r^ 
charge  at  Berbera  informed  us  that  no  one  w^as 
at  present  in  the  country,  and  that  Capt.  P.  C. 
had  just  left,  also  Capt.  and  Mrs.  R.,  the  latter 
having  had  a  somewhat  alarming  experience, 
for  when  watching  a  water  hole  at  night  at  a 
place  called  Daghato,  Avith  her  husband  and  his 
shikari,  the  latter  had  been  seized  and  carried 
off  by  a  Hon  within  a  few  feet  of  her.     It  so 

-happened  that  I  had  decided  to  march  to  the 
mountainous  region  of  Bourka  and  on  to  the 
Webbe  Shebeyli  River,  and  this  meant  pass- 
ing through  the  Daghato  district;  so  T  hoped 
I  miglit  get  a  change  of  avenging  the  shikari's 
death,  as  the  lion  had  got  away  unharmed.  I 
had  engaged  amangst  my  camel  men  a  man 
wdio  had  been  with  Capt.  R.,  and  was  a  brother 
of  the  dead  shikari.  As  I  am  going  to  relate 
how  I^got  this. lion,  which  was  an  exceptionally 
fine  one,  and  incidentally  provided  me  with 
about  the  hardest  and  mo.st  exciting  bit  of 
work  I  ever  had  with  lions,  I  wiU,  pass  over  the 
four  weeks  of  more  or  less  successful  hunting 
that  preceded  our  arrival  at  Daghato.  Daghato 
was  a  district  practically  uninhabited,  save  for 
one  small  village. 

On  May  13  I  came  on  the  fresh  tracks  of  a 
very  large  lion,  which  made  a  spoor  larger  than 
I  had  ever  seen  before.  My  .'^hakari  at  once 
pronounced  it  to  be  that  of  the  one  we  were  so 
anxious  to  meet,  identifying  it  by  a  toe  of  one 
of  the  hind  feet  being  broken  or  distorted,  so 
that  it  made  a  defective  footprint.  After  fol- 
lowing the  tracks  for  an  hour  we  had  ample 
evidence  that  the  lion  was  close  in  front  of  us, 
and  I  was  beginning  to  count  my  chickens, 
when  a  thunderstorm  came  on  with  a  perfect 
water-spout  of  rain,  completely  obliterating  the. 
spoor.  My  disappointment  can  be  imagined. 
However,  the  following  morning,  leaving  camp 
at  5  a'.m.,  I  again  had  the  fortune  almost  im- 
mediately to  hit  off  the  fresh  spoor  of  the  same 
lion.  After  two  hours'  tracking  I  came  across 
D.  and  his  shikari,  who  had  by  chance  struck 
the  same  spoor  in  front  of  us.  We  joined 
forces,  and  soon  came  to  a  place  where  he  had 
killed  a  gerenuk  and  taken  it  into  some  thick 
bush  to  devour  it.  Our  two  shikaris  thought 
we  should  find  him  in  this  patch  of  bush.  In 
we  went,  the  covert  being  so  thick  that  we  had 
to  go  through  parts  of  it  on  all  fours,  expecting 
to  sight  the  lion  any  moment.  However,  we 
emerged  into  an  open  glade,  having  drawn 
blank.  The  first  thing  that  caught  my  eye 
was  a  grand  leopard  sitting  up  on  his  haunches 
like  a  big  dog  some  120  yards  away.  He  ap- 
peared to  be  waiting  for  the  chance  of  a  bit 
of  the  lion's  meat,  as  we  had  previously  noticed 
his  spoor  following  that  of  the  lion  and  dead 
antelope.  The  shot  was  a  certainty,  and  most 
tempting;  but  our  trackers  were  dead  against 
firing,  and  thereby  probajjly  losing  this  huge 
lion,  which  they  thought  was  close  by.  During 
this  discussion  the  leopard  slipped  away.  We 
might  as  well  have  had  him,  as  we  afterwards 
found  the  lion  was  miles  from  liere.  There  had 
been  a  lot  of  rain  lately,  and  the  ground  was  in 
places  (|uite  swampy;  in  fact,  during  the  five 

•shouts  we  foloweij  thcr-.sppor  qf,  this  .Upn  we 
crossed  places  well  over  the  knees.  At  last 
the  tracks  led  \\&  to  a  village,  the  fir.st  we  had 
seen  for  a  fortnight.  Here  we  learned  tliat  the 
Hon  had  jumped  the  village  stockade  during 
the  night  and  taken  out  a  sheep.  Several  na- 
tives took  up  the  track  for  us  t<i  the  top  of  a 
rocky  hill,  where  in  a  bushy  place  we  found 
the  head  and  feet  "f  the  slicfp.  After  this  we 
lost  the  tracks,  ami  after  half  all  hour's  vain 
search  b.,  who  was  very  done  up  with  a  tramp 
of  over  fifteen  miles,  artd' nothing  but  a  cup 
of  coffee  belflre  starting,  decided  to  give  it  up, 
and  went  down  the  hillside  towards  our  car- 
avan, which  could  be  seen  slowly  winding  up 
tcSVvards  the  vallty.  I,  too,  was  fairly  done  up, 
ati4had  a  bad  sore  heel,  but  I  hated  giving  up 

About  half  aii  hour  after  D.  had  gone  we 
hdbr4  a  native  hailing  us  from  the  valley  below. 
ttc  ll»d  struck  the  spoor  again.    Quickly  de- 


scending the  hillside,  I  was  soon  examining 
most  recent  tracks  of  our  big  friend.  They  led 
(hrough  some  marshy  ground  into  a  bushy 
tract,  and  finally  into  a  great  black  patch  of 
l)usli  about  eighty  yards  Ion  gand  thirty  wide. 
Ringing  it  round,  some  deep  growls  and  a 
sharp  rush  in  the  bush  told  us  we  had  at  last 
come  to  close  quarters.  1  sent  my  tracker 
i-ound  to  the  other  side  of  the  patch  with  in- 
structions to  keep  up  an  incessant  yelling,  and 
thus  act  as  a  "stop"'  on  that  .side.  The  village 
natives  had  all  returned  to  their  village.  The 
exterior  of  this  patch,  was,. in  small  leaf,  thus 
making  k  difficult  to  see  into  it  from  outside. 
Geli  ('my  shikari)  and  I  crept  round  the  out- 
side, till  a  very  noisy  demonstration  from  the 
lion  told  us  we  were  opposite  hiin.  There  was 
here  a  passage  or  game  tunnel  intt)  the  Inish, 
and.  peering  down  this,  Geli  made  out  the  lion. 
Looking  into  this  dense  stuff  from  the  bright 
sunlight  outside.  I  could  at  first  sec  nothing. 
Geli  then  said,  "You  no  see  this?"  and  flicked 
his  hand  almut  in  imitation  of  a  lion's  tail.

lion  in  a  crouching  attitude,  wdiile  there  was 
no  doubt  about  the  waving  tail.  I  told  him  my 
impressions,  and  Geli  confirmed  them.  Taking 
a  fine  sight  on  what  I  took  to  be  his  shoulder, 
I  pulled,  and  then  ran  a  few  yards  to  one  side 
of  the  mouth  of.  the  tunnel.  A  perfect  volley 
of  angry  roars  ensued,  and  then  silence.  Geli 
asked  me  if  I  thought  I  had  hit  him,  and  I  told 
him  I  had  undoubtedly  hit  him  in  the  shoulder, 
if  I  had  made  out  the  lion  correctly.  Geli  was 
now  getting  very  excited,  though,  thanks  to  my 
strictness  with  him  and  his  natural  steadiness, 
he  was  vastly  superior  to  the  majority  of  his 
class  in  this  respect.  All  was  now  inaction. 
The  tracker  was  yelling  louder  than  ever  on 
the  other  side,  but  the  lion  gave  no  sign.  I 
felt  sure  he  was  not  dead,  and  began  to  fear 
every  minute  he  would  give  us  the  slip. 

It  had  happened  the  previous  day  that 
when  crawling  up  to  some  oryx  Geli  had  got 
in  front  of  me  and  lost  mc  the  shot,  and  I  had 
rated  Irim  soundly,  telling  him  that  when  close 
to  game  it  was  I  who  should  be  first,  and  that 
his  place  was  behind.  He  was  now  so  excited 
that  he  turned  to  mc  and  said :  "Yesterday 
you  tell  me  you  go  first  and  Geli  behind.  Well, 
then,  go  first  you.  what  you  do  now?"  This 
put  me  on  my  mettle.  ".All  right,  Geli."  T  said,

was  starting  on  a  dangerous  job,  and  Avishing 
for  something  heavy  to  stop  him  at  close  quar- 
ters, I  changed  with  Geli,  taking  the  big  Par- 
adox. In  we  crept  on  our  hands  and  knees,  si-* 
lent  as  the  grave,  the  ground  being  soft  with 
rain.  I  quickly  got  accustomed  to  the  dark- 
ness, and  could  see' some  yards  ahead,  and  soon 
saw  a  glimmer  of  light  shining  on  a  pool  of 
blood  a  few  yards  in  front.  On  reaching  it  we 
saw  a  pool  about  the  size  of  a  plate,  but  no 
lion.  All  our  conversation  was  carried  on  by 
signs  and  nods. 

As  I  crept  cautiously  along  the  blood  spoor 
on  hands  anct  knees  I  suddenly  felt  Gdli  grip 
mc  from  behind.    As  I  looked  round  I  saw  him 
pointing  to   the   right,   his   face    working   with, 
suppressed  excitement.    Glancing  in  that  direc- 
tion, it  gave  me  rather  a  jump  to  see  an  enor- 
mous lion  about  ten  or  twelve  yards  away  sit- 
ting up  on  his  haunches,  but,  by  all  the  luck 
in  the  world,  with  his  back  towards  us,  listen- 
ing intently  to  the  incessant  shouting  which  my 
boy  was  keeping  up  on  the  other  side,  proba- 
bly as  much  for  his  own  sake  as  mine.    I  signed 
to  Geli  to  stop,  and  he  carefully  got  into  a.sit- 
ting  attitude,  with  the  .500  at  the  present.     He 
was  an  excellent  fellow,  though  an  execrable 
shot,  and  he  never  broke  my  hard  and  fast  rule 
that  he  v^^is  never  to  fire  a  shot  in  these  cases, 
except  to  save  my  life  or  his  own.     I  dare  not 
risk  a  shot  at  the  lion  from  where  I  was,  as 
some   stout   branches,   interlaced,   covered   his 
shoulders,  head,  and  vitaLs.    Signing  to  Geli  to 
remain  wdiere  he  was,  I  crept  on  a  few  yards, 
and  then  found  that  by  lying  down  flat  I  could 
get  a  clear  shot  at  the  small  of  his  back,  with 
a  nice  chance  of  breaking  his  spine.    Owing  to 
the  bad  light  I  could  not  see  my  foresight,  but 
hoped  to  find  his  spine  without  it.    Just  before 
1  pulled  I  glanced  at  Keli,  who  was  sitting  ma- 
tionless  as  a  bronze  statue,  and  nodded.    Before 
the  report  had  died  away  J  had  scrambled  into 
a  sitting  posture,  and  as  the  smoke  cleared  I 
saw  the  grand  old  beast  scrambling  to  his  feet, 
and  nex.t  moment4ic  came  lurching,  througli>^ie 
bush  straight  for  me,  luckily  retarded  a  bit  by 
a  broken  shoidder,  the  result  of  mf  first  shot.. 
1  was  nicely  on  him  wdien  I  pulled  the  second 
barrel  at  a  distance  of  five  or  six  yards,  and  a 
20Z.   bullet   went  crashing  through   his   lungs, 
raking  him  fore  and  aft.    I  was  real  glad  to  see 
him  down,  and,  though  he  roared  and  strug- 
.gled  for  a  bit,  he  was  <lead  in  a  few  seconds. 
My  first  shot  had  missed  the  spine  by  about 
an  inch,  of  cuufse  going  clean  through  him,  as 
did  the  last.      With  our  combined  efforts  We 
dragged  him  out.side,  and  I  took  a  kodok  snap 
of  him  outside  the  opening  which  had  provid- 
ed such  an  anxious  craw!.     Perhaps  we  were 
lucky.     Still,  "all's  well  that  ends  well."     He 
measured  9ft.  7in.  in  a  straight  line  before  skin- 
ning.    He  was  the  finest  Somali  Jion  I  have 
ever'  seen,   and   his   huge   skin-  and   splendid 
mane  will  bear  comparison  with  any  I  have 
come  across, — Mannlicher. 


WILD  TURKEY  HUNTING 


(By    William  Arthur   Babson )  ^ 

Not  only  have  the  great  flocks  of  wild  tur- 
keys which  formerly  inhabited  the  forested 
areas  from  Florida  to  Ontario  dwindled-  to  a 
beggarly  remnant,  but  their  range,  ever  gradu- 
ally narrowing,  is  now  confined  to  a  few  isolat- 
ed localities  whose  natural  advantages  and  re- 
moteness have  made  for  the  survivors  a  haven 
of  refuge.  The  turkey,  unlike  the  Virginia  deer 
and  black  bear,  has  been  unable  to  thrive  in 
px-oximlty  to  man,  because,  always  cagavly- 
sought  after,  it  possesses,  like  other  gallin- 
aceous birds,  the  fatal  weakness  of  bein^  easily 
trapped.  It  has  also  fallen  a  victim  to  dlegiti- 
mate  hunting  practices,  such  as  baiting  and 
roosting,  ])erhaps  more  than  any  other  game 
bird.  Turkeys  have  been  exterminated  from 
the  northeastern  and  middle  State,  although, 
a  very  few  may  still  lurk  in  secluded 
parts  of  Pennsylvania.  Thirty  years  ago,  they 
were  not  nnconunmi  in  the  woods  o.f_iDntario, 
Miehigan,  aiid  Wiscunsiii ;  Luuay,  a  pcrSiStcnt 
hunter  if  well  directed  mi'^^ht  find  s  trsck  or 
perchance  catch  a  fleeting  g-limpse  of  a  vanish- 
ing survivor  of  the  old-time  hosts.  Although 
still  fairly  common  in  the  southwest,  a  com- 
paratively few  turkeys  remain  throughout  'Vir- 
ginia, Georgia  and  the  Carolinas.  Even  in 
Florida,  wdiere  not  so  many  years  ago  the  birds 
were  generally  distributed  over  the*State,  their 
range  has  contracted  to  such  an  extent  that 
only  in  the  central  and  southern  interior  they 
are  now  sufficiently  abundant  to  'become  a 
legitimate  object  of  pursuit. 

If  hunted  by  fair  methods  the  chase  of  the 
wil(,l  turkey  offers  the  ver}''  highest  quality  o^ 
sport.  At  all  times,  woilderfully  keen-eyed 
and  alert,  an  inconspicuous  object  in  cover, 
quick  to  detect  the  slightest  noise,  strong  of 
wing  and  possessed  of  a  sturdy  pair  of  legs,  an 
old  gobbler  I  believe  to  be  more  difficult  to  still 
hunt  than  any  of  our  antlered  game.  AN'hile  r, 
deer  relies  primarily  on  its  nose  to  warn  of 
approaching  danger,  this  may  often  be  dis- 
counted by  a  careful  observance  of  the  wind. 
The  turkey  possesses  a  keener  eye  than  the 
deei,  especially  in  differentiating  a  motionless 
object  from  its  ■surroundin.gs.  This,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  its  size  and  protective  color- 
ation make  a  much  less  conspicuous  object  in 
tlie  landscape,'' while  its  long  thin  neck  can. 
reach  above  the  protecting  shrubbery  for  a 
quick  survey,  renders  r^ost  difficult  its  pursuit 
by  the  still  hunter.  lispieciaUy  is  this  true  of 
parts  of  Florida  \!Jvherft^  have  hunted.  The 
Great  Cypress  Swam^  <^eni!ing  from  the  west 
coast  to  the  Everglades,^  contains  many  '"pine 
islands,"  or  "high|ands,"  so  called,  presumably, 
because  they  are  a  foot  higher  than  the  par- 
tially submerged  cypress  growth  surrounding 
them.  These,  islands  are  flat,  sparsely  wood- 
ed, and  covered  by  thick  palmetto  just  high 
enough  to  conceal  a  flock  of  turkeys  and  yet 
low  enough  to  disclose  a  man  half  a  mile  away 
to  their  sharp  eyes.  I  never  even  saw  one  in 
these  pine  woods,  although  the  birds  fed  there 
regularly;  so  after  several  days  of  fail- 
ure, gave  it  up  as  a  hopeless  task  and 
hunted  the  edges  of  the  cypres.s 
in  early  morning  and  late  afternoon,  where 
the  underbrush  was  higher,  less  noisy,  and  af- 
forded me  good  protection.  Almost  every 
day  I  saw  turkey.s  but  they  always  spied  mc 
first.  It  was  generally  a  sudden  roar  of 
wings  followed  by  a  quick  snapshot  at  a  great 
bronze  body  beating  through  the  cypress.  I 
used  a  modified  choke  bore  and  comparative- 
ly sm^ll  shot,  always,  if  possible,  drawing 
well  forward  to  reach  the  head  or  neck.  Two 
or  three  pellets  in  the  neck  will  drop  a  gob- 
bler which  might  carry  away  half  a  dozen 
B's  in  the  body.  I  can  recall  with  chagrin 
several  occasions  when  I  have  held  right  on 
the  body  of  a  flushed  gobbler  and  watched  him 
tumble  headlong  into  the  swamp  with  a 
broken  wing  only  to  escape  with  the  speed  of 
a  greyhound. 

The  fatal  weakness  of  the  wild  turkey  has 
alAvays  been  its  stupidity  on  the  roost,  and  in 
eluding  traps  and  ,baited  blinds.  When 
perched  high  in  the  branches  of  a  pine,  en- 
shrouded in  the  twilight  of  evening  or  early 
morning,  even  a.  wise  old  hen  seems  to  feel 
sufficiently  protected,  yet  she.  can  generally 
be  approached  even  before  darkness  arrives 
and  potted  while  sitting  there  on  the  limb. 
The  bird.s  fly  up  just  after  sundown  with  sur- 
prising regularity,  and  once  flowed  to  settle, 
fall  an  easy  prey  later  in  the  evening  or  early 
the  following  morning.  Roosting  is  not  an 
exciting  sport,  nor  is  it  a  sportsmanlike  prac- 
tice. It  seems  almost  inconceivable  that  a 
flock  of  such  timid  and  Wap''  birds  will  come 
regularly  every  morning  or  evening  right  up 
to  a  blind  baited  with  corn  or  peas,  listen  there 
to  the  roar  of  villainous  wsaltpetre,  scatter  panic 
stricken  in  all  directions,  leaving  behind  one 
or  more  of  their  number  struggling  un  the 
ground,  and  then  return  the  very  next  day  to 
repeat  the  experience.  Mr.  Gobbler  may  be 
a  fine,  handsome  fellow  wdth  a  melodious 
voice,  but  24.  hours  stems  to  be  just  about  the 
length  of  his  memory.  I  will  confess  in  early 
hunting  days  to  more  than  once  having  shot 
turkey.*?  from  a  blind,  although  in  mitigation 
of  damages  will  add  that  a  rifle  was  used  for 
the  purpose.  A  more  thrilling  sight  I  shall 
never  experience  than  when,  after  waiting  all 
day,  I  watched  nine  superb  gobblers  with 
snaky  black  nets  outstretched  and  hanjging 
beards  apjproach  at  a  quick  step  through  the 
Qpen  forest  to  where  I  sat  concealed.  Four 
of  that  flock  were  killed  on  different  days  at 


that  same  blind,  although  the  others  kept  on 
coming  just  as  if  nothing  had  happened. 

Anotlicr  method  of  hunting  turkeys,  per- 
haps a  short  step  higher  in  sportsmanship,  be- 
cause requiring  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of 
their  habits,  is  to  ambush  them  on  their  feed- 
ing grounds.  N'o  regular  blind,  or  bait,  is 
used,  but  any  natural  cover  as  a  fallen  tree, 
stuni])  or  brush  serves  this  purpose.  In  south- 
eastern Georgia,  they  feed  in  winter  on  pin- 
oak  acorns  and,  when  plentilul,  prefer  them 
to  corn.  .\  tlock  on  Hying  down  in  the  morn- 
ing will  cfLen  follow  a  regular  feeding  route 
under  the  scat  tiered  oak'  trees,  sto'pping  at 
each  long  enough  to  scratch  up  the  fallen 
acorns.  To  lie  in  wait  for  them  thus,  watch- 
ing often  for  hours,  ""frozen"  to  the  ground  in 
a  cramped  position,  perhaps  missing  the  birds 
entirely,  perchance  catching  a  glimpse  of 
them  too  far  away,  are  conditions  which  com- 
bine to  make  a  rather  unattractive  form  of 
sport.  But  when  one  has  judged  (or  guessed) 
correctly  and  the  flock  actually  docs  feed  right 
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ward  of  patience  to  rise  up. suddenly  out  of 
the  shrubbery  and  crumi)le  up  a  couple  of  old 
gobblers  as  they  stretch  their  legs  to  escape. 

For  such  hunting,  however,  the  birds 
should  'not  only  be  numerous  and  rarely 
disturbed,  but  one  must  possess  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  topography  of  their  daily 
feeding  range. 

I  have  never  had  the  opportunity  of  cours- 
ing turkeys  with  horses  and  dogs  as  it  is  prac-  . 
ticed  in  the  open  grassy  plains  of  Texias.  From 
all  accounts  such  hunting  must  be  singularly 
exhilarating  and  attractive.  Neither  have  I 
followed  them  in  a  tracking  snow;  but  I  haw 
still  hunted  them  by  follQwing  their  scratches 
in  the  sandy  soil  of  the  southern  pine  woods, 
and  such  sport  is  of  the  very  highest  quality. 
Some  years  ago,  1  spent  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary in  the  big  forests  and  swamps  along  Red 
Biixl  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Ogeechce  riyer 
in  Georgia.  Occasional  sordid  hovels,  with 
half  naked  picanninies,  chickens,-  pigs,  and 
dogs  living  peacefully  together  in  intimate  rc- 
Litionship,  were  the  only  habitations  in  an, 
otherwise  wiid  and  primitive  region.  ^  Both 
(.leer  and  turkey  were  fairly  plentiful  but  it 
was  the.  lat,ter  that  1  particularly  sought  and  it 
w*as  Uncle  Tenney  Adams,  a  gray-haired  old 
negro,  who. gave  me  the  first  introduction. 

Uncle  .T'eiiney   is  a   unique   character;  be- 
sides being  a"'reIigious   fanatic,   he   rather  il- 
logically  believes  most  implicitj  in  ghosts  and 
spirits.     After  so|ne  effort,  I  succeeded  in  ex- 
plaining that  1  ilid  not^<:are  to  roosf  or  bait , 
the  birds,  buL  to -loHow  them  ipn  fcx)t  oyer  the 
feeding   grounds. '   Immediately   every  Swamp 
in  the  neighborhood  became  haunted  by  some 
strange  creature,  dangerous  to  human  life.  One 
stretcli  of  dark,   tangled  woodland     harbored 
the  "black  devil  ;"  and  to  face  this  devil  would 
always  cost  me  just  three  dollars  a  d&y.     An- 
other swamp  was  inhabited  by  a  ".ghost  deer." 
After   some   argument   the   old  man   admitt-ed 
that  the  deer  was  less  dangerous     than     the 
devil  and  so  we  fixed  the  risk  at  two  dollars 
])er  day  in  that  swamp.    There  were  others  of 
comparative   safet.J'-  where   his   services   were 
worth  but  the  dollar  per  day  and  yet  stillonc 
terrible  .spot  which  nothing  would  induce  him 
to  enter.     Subsequently,  I  discovered  tnat  the 
dangerous   places   always  contained  the  most 
turkeys.    Just  after  daylight  one  bright  rnori^ 
ing,  we  started  in  to  hunt.     The  birds     were 
evidently    traveling    in    good-sized    flocks    for 
we  could  easily  follow  their  broad  feeding  trail 
of  deep  scratches  or  scoopings   in  the  carpet 
of  pine   needles.     Uncle     Tenney      examined 
these   markings   most   minutely  on   his*hands 
and    knees   but   pronounced    them    two     days 
old.     Towards  noon,  we  reached  a  spot  where 
the  pine  woods  'A-ere  flanked  by  a  big  cypress 
swamp  or  "head*  and,  having  found  no  fresh 
sign,  the  old  man  stopped,  removed  from  his 
mouth  a  well-chewed"  quid  of  tobacco,  rolled 
it  into  a  ball  and  perched  it  carefully  behind 
his   ear.     This  he  solemnly  remarked     would 
act  as  a  charm.     Then  producmg  a'  blackened 
pipe  stem,  he  m'ade  three     sharp     yelps — the 
yelps   of   a  turkey   hen.     We    listened   a   mo- 
ment in  breathless  silence.     I  could  hear  noth- 
ing but  the  usual  sighing  of  thq  wind  through 
millions   of   pine   needles,   but   his     expansive 
face  suddenly  relaxed  and  pointing  ofl;  to  the 
right  he  whispered,  "Did  yo'  hear  dat  cluck, 
suh?"     At  once,  I  understood  the  purpose  of 
his  call.     It  was  not  to  attract  a  gobbler,  for 
the   mating   season   had   not   yet  arrived,   but 
merely  to  coax  some  foolish  young  hen  i)er- 
chance  scattered   from   the  others  to   respond 
l)y  a  cluck  and  thus  betray  their  whereabouts.- 
For  half  a  mile  we  worked  quietly  along 
tiVc  edge  of  tire*  wood,  traveling  noiselessly  on 
the   damp,   loamy   stretch    separating  tlife   dry 
pine  from  the  submerged  cypress,  to  where  the 
flock  had  roosted  the  previoivs  evening.      j\o 
mistaking  the   place — a   dozen   separate   trails 
led  straight  from  the  pine  woods. to  the  water's 
t:x\^e  and  suddenly  stopped.     It  was  the  spot 
wdiere, our  birds  flew  .tip  to  ro<is1 ;  while  a  few 
yards  beyond  an  equal  number  of  tracks  deep- 
ly implanted,  indicated  where  they  flew  down 
in  the  morning.     These  led  straight  to     the 
pine  w^oods  and^  the  deep  toci     imprints     still 
contained  a  little  water,  not  yet  dried  by  the 
sun.     Thus  we  had  the  hii^tory  of  tha\  flock 
from  sunset  until  dawn,  before  our  very  eyes 
written  in  the  soil,  which  makes  no  mistakes. 
It  was  only  a  few  rods  into  the  woods  where 
tlie  first"  sci-ltching  w-a's  done  liUder  a' pifi  Oak 
tree.    As  the  loosely  turned  soil  was  still  df»mp 
our  birds  cotifid  not  be  far  stheAd.    frailin^  a

Spring  salmon  at  their  best  this  mouth.  1 
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flock  of  feeding  turkeys  in  cover  is  a  different 
proposition  from  stalking  a  large  animal,  like 
a  moose  or  deer,  for  one  never  knows  exactly 
where  the  birds  actually  are,  and  he  is  almost 
certain  to  be  seen  by  them  first.  For  nearly 
half  a  mile  we  followed  that  broad  trail  on 
hands  and  knees,  constantly  stopping  to  peer 
into  the  bushes  or  listen  for  the  noise  of 
scratching  feet  ahead.  Every  slight  sound 
gave  me  a  quick  spasm  of  |ieart  disease.  Sud- 
denly w^c  were  among  them,  a  sharp  "put," 
"put,"  followed  by  a  il'ipping'  of  mottled  fans 
and  a  noble  gobbler  flushed  from  the  bushes 
on  the  right.  I  drew  on  the  base  of  his  neck 
and  saw  liirii  crumple  uj),  when,  on  all  sides  of 
us  with  a  noise  like  thunder,  a  dozen  or  rnorc 
rose  in  quick  succession.  1  cut  down  a  hen 
with  the  .second  and,  while  picking  her  up  two 
more  fliished  almost  at  my  feet,  but  the  gun 
was  (?mply.  The  old  darky  h&d  not  been' idle 
either.  Two  hundred  yards  away  in  a  pifie 
top,  he  had  vi^irked  down  a  hen.  Perched 
there  like  a  statue,  she  was  Watching  us  in- 
tently. So,  leaving  him  to  fix  her  attention, 
1  made  a  detour  and  by  good  luck  broke  her 
win.g  after  missing  her  with  the  first  barrel.. 
This  bird  became  so  rattled  and  confused  by 
her  fall  that  strangely  enough  she  forgot  the 
use  of  those  long  shanks,  for,  after  running  a 
few  yards,  dove  into  a  clump  of  bushes  and 
squatted,  wdiere  I  promptly  pounced  on  her. 
For  several  .seconds  thereafter  that  bird  was 
all  legs,  neck  and  w-ings.  Well,  we  had  a 
pretty  good  load  to  carry  three  miles.  Ten- 
ney said  the  gobbler  would  weigh  20  pounds 
full.  I  said  2'j,  but  before  I  had  carried  him 
half  the  distance  he  weighed  at  least  40. 

Calling  turkeys  in  the  mating  season  by 
imitatin.g  the  hen's  yelp  requires  infinite  pa- 
tience, skill  and  a  thorough  understanding  of 
turkey  habits.  By  this,  I  mean  calling  the 
gobblers  and  not  yelping  up  a  scattered  flock 
of  fledglings  in  the  early  rhorning.  Some 
sportsmen  have  condemned  the  practice  in 
that  it  takes  an  unfair  advantage  of  the  amor- 
ous bird,  but  with  all  due  respect  to  their 
scruples,  I  believe  that  it  should  rank  as  a 
legitimate  form  of  sport  because  so  difficult. 
Few  become  proficient,  and  many  sportsmen 
never  even  attempt  to  actually  do  the  calling 
themselves,  but  leave  it  to  an  experienced 
guide. 

A  turkey  will  generally  stand  on  his  perch 
and  gobble  several  times  before  flying  down 
and  then  .strut  and  gobble  upon  alighting.  A 
few  low  yelps  on  the  pipe  stem  would  always 
be  answered  immediately,  sometimes  by  a 
series  of  gobbles  in  quick  succession. 

With  tail  erect  and   wings   scraping     the 
ground,  with  wattles  swollen  and  red,  puffing, 
strutting,  quivering  with  ardor  and  pride^  he 
comes  like  a  ship  of  state,  gorgeous  in  irrides- 
cent  bronze  and  gold.     Yes,  it  was  too  bad  tq  j 
shoot  him  down.

and  everyone  should  try  to  get  the  best  he  or 
sh^  can.  It  is  not  the  aim  I  quarrel  with  so 
much  as  the  means  used  to  attain  it,  as  well  as 
the  fact  that  it  is  not  good  society  in  the  sense 
of  well-born,  cultivated,  pleasant  people,  that 
my- snob  (or  perhaps  better  named  the  "social 
climber")  is  striving  after,  but  it  is  so-called 
smart  society.

more  cnnviiiced  he — or  she — is  that  they  are 
the  neople  to  know. 

To  walch  the  snob  at  a  party  is  to  learn 
how    not    to   behave-     She — let   us   say   she-— 
is  met  by  a  friend  who  stops  to  Speak,  but  it  is 
(Miite  clear  that  the  snob  has  no  use  for  this 
friend.      Her    eyes    wander    round    the    room, 
she  looks  anywhere   rather   than   at  her  com- 
panion.    The  lattcr's  remarks  she  answers  in 
monosyllables.     Suddenly  she  sees  a  new  ac- 
f'uaintance.  someone  she  considers  worth  cul- 
tivatinff.      With — sometimes    without — a    curt 
rod  she  leaves  her  undesirable  friend,  and  ap- 
proaches   the    object    of    her    ambition.      Her 
whole  appearance  has  undergone  the  most  ex- 
traordinarv  change.     She  has  put  on  her  best 
manner,     her     most     ingratiating    smile,     and 
1  hough  she  is  met  with  much  the  same  indif- 
ference vergincr  on  rudeness  that  she  has  just 
disniaved    to   the   other,   she   appears    entirely 
oblivious  to  the  fact.    She  is  lively,  as  amusing 
as  she   knows  how   to  be.   full    of    deference. 
Avhich  by  unkind  people  might  be  called  cring- 
inp-.  and  presses  invitations,  which,  if  they  are 
sufficiently  tempting,  mav  be  accepted,  or  they 
may  be  waved  aside  with  a  few  \ague,  care- 
less words,  stroncfly  resembling  a  snub.     For 
this  kind  of  social  intercourse  is  entirely  based 
iin  commercial  principles,  and  the  greater  the 
distance  between   the  invitee  and  the   invited, 
the  thicker  must  be  the  gilding  on  the  bait.

CULINARY  WHYS  AND  WHEREFORES 

No.    I— Boiling,   Steaming  and  Stock-Making 

A  cook  of  my  acquaintance  once  said  to  mc 
that  she  was  never  really  interested  in  her  wor.i 

i:i ,1 :,.-  .^^.....-.■c/'l   i/->  Inor  fci  find  out  the 

whys  and  wherefores  of  what  she  did. 

"I  learned  my  work  as  scullery  and  then  as 
kitchen  maid,  but  I  was  never  told  why  I  was 
to  do -this  rather  than  that.  Now  1  always  try 
to  find  out  the  rea.son  for  what  I  do,  and  I  like 
rny  work  better,  and  also  I  do  it  better." 

This  little  conversation  was  brought  to  my 
recollection  again  by  the  desire  of  a  correspond- 
ent to  know  why  meat  to  be  boiled  must  be  put 
into  boiling  Avater,  why  soup  meat  is  put  into 
cold  water,  and  other  similar  questions.  For 
lier  benefit  and  those  of  others,  I  will  set  down 
as  clearly  as  I  can  some  of  the  most  important 
rules  for  cooking. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  well  to  realize  that 
when   cooking  we   iisually  wish   to  do  one  of 
two  things:  either  to  extract  the  flavor  from 
-what  we  cook  or  to  retain  it.    Therefore,  when 
we   wish   to   serve   game,   joints,   cutlets,   etc., 
either   roasted,    baked,    grilled,   or   boiled,   the 
principle  is  the  same,  and  the  cooking  must  be 
so   conducted   that   the   meat    is   very   quickly 
hardened  on  the  outside,  in  order  to  keep  in  all 
the  juices — what   cooks   call   the   good  of  the 
meat— and  that  the  cooking  must  then  be  gen- 
tle in  order  that  the  meat,  though  hard  just  on 
the  outside,  shall  be  tender  and  juicy  within. 
General  Rules  For  Boiling  Meat 
Have  a  sufficiently  large  pan  with  enough 
l)oiling  water  to  cover  the  meat  to  be  cooked. 
Place  the  meat  in  the  water,  and  as  the  addi- 
tion of  a  piece  of  cold  meat  must  reduce  the 
temperature    of   the    water,    boil    it   up    again 
quickly.     After  this  let  it  cool  down,  and  con- 
tinue the  cooking  by  gentle    heat,    generally 
known  as  simmering.    The  water  must  always 
cover  the  meat,  and  if  it  should  boil  away  t(.o 
much,   more  hot   water   must  be  added.     The 
method  of  cook-ing  salt  meat,  however,  is  dif- 
ferent, and  for  the  reason  that  one  wishes  first 
to   extract   some   of   the   salt  to   let   the   meat 
swell  out  again  (the  pickling  having  contracted 
it),  and  then  to  cook  it.      Hence  salt  meat  is 
first  soaked  in  cold  water,  then  put  into  fresh, 
cold  water  brought  gradually-to  the  boil,  and 
then  simmered.    The  amount  of  soaking  neces- 
sary for  a  piece  of  salted  beef  or  a  ham  varies 
according  to  the  way  u\  which  the  meat  has 
been   cured,  and   this  the  provision   merchant 
who  sells  you  the  meat  should  know.    Roughly 
speaking,   however,   twenty-four  hours   is   not 
too  long  to  soak  a  salted  silver  side,  or  forty- 
eight  hours  to  soak  a  ham,  and  the  great  .secret 
of   success   when   boiling   either   fresh   or   salt 
meat  is  to  cook  it  slowly. 

However    carefully    meat    may   be   boiled, 
some  of  the  good  must  escape  into  the  water, 
hence  many  people  rightly  prefer  to  cook  by 
steaming  rather  than  by  boiling.     For  poultry, 
small  pieces  of  meat,  and  fish  and  vegetables, 
ft)r  example,  steaming  is  preferable  to  boiling, 
as  then  none  of  the  good  escapes  into  the  water, 
but  the  article   to  be  served  is  cooked  in  its 
own  juices  and  vapors.    There  are  many  excel- 
lent steamers  on  the  market  with  which  direc- 
tions  are   sold,  and '  the   process  is  extremely 
simple,  the  meat,  or  whatever  it  may  be,  being 
placed  in  the  inner  compartment,  the  boiling 
water  in  the  outer,  and  the  lid  put  on.     Care 
must   be   taken   that   the   water  does  not  boil 
away  ,and  more  hot  water  must  be  added  as  re- 
quired.    Steaming  i.s/**  lengthier  process  than 
boiling,  because    the    hot    steam,    unlike    the 
water,  does  not  come  in  actual  contact  with  the 
meat.     If  the  steaming  is  carried  on  fast  and 
furiously,    the    result    will    be    bad.       For  ex- 
ample :  '  A  steamed  custard  pudding  or  meat 
cream  if  cooked  too  fast  becomes  honeycombed, 
the  egg  hardening  too  soon  and  too  much. 

Vegetables,  either  boiled  or  steamed,  need 
.somewhat  different  treatrnent,  and  shall  be  ac- 
corded a  little' article  on  tliemselves  later  on; 
but  before  leaving  the  subject  let  me  add  that 
the  .same  general  principles  apply  to  the  boiling 
of  fish— fresh  fish,  in  which  we  wish  to  keep  in 
the  flavor,  being  put  into  boiling  water,  and 
^salte<l  fish  into  cold  water  to  ^oja^k  i ft  order  to 
extract  the  salt.    Twelve  hours  for  this  process 
will  not  be  too  much  for  a  large  piece  of  salt 
fish,  and  the  water  must  be  changed  several 
times,  otherwise  no  good  result  would  be  ob-^ 
tained,  for  the  fish  would  lie  in  salt  water,  heat- 
ed gradually,  but.  hot  allowed  to  boil,  as  it  Is  ' 
not  necessary  to  harden  the  outside  .  The  ojok- 
ing  must  them  be  continued  gently.  ,B<»l^vig*t 
should  alway*  be  placed  on  a  strainffvi^' 
fish  kettle,  as  it  breaks  easily  and  WqUI 
wise  be  difficult  to  remove  withc«|| 
a  canudtt
